What ( faith Bellarmine) wilt thou checke him for not 
walking inthe fields, whom thou ſuppoſeſt by abridgi 
the power of the will, to be ſhut vp in priſon? or ift 
blame a man for falling into a pit, becauſe through his 
owne fault he fell, yet willt thou reproue him for not 
comming out, when thou makeſt him ſo weake and 
feeble, and the pit ſo high that he cannot? Yes, hee may 
rightly be blam'd for not being inthe fields, which ought 
robe there, ſhurs himſelfe vp, and is willing to abide there 
ſtill, and he is worthy to be chid which comes not oat of 
a pit though he cannot, if he by his owne negligence brake 
the ladder, vvhich ſhould helpe him our. man caſt's 
himſelfe into this pit, and ſhuts himſelfe in this priſon, 
herein he is to berebuked; he 8 would abide there 
ſtill, herein hee isto be rebuked; he loſt by his owne de- 


fault the meanes to eſcape thence, I meane to avoide an 

occurrent ſinne, and herein he is to be rebuked. But they 

reply, you ſhew indeede in this, a juſtice in reproving, 

denying a power to the will of vſing or rejecting 

theſe reproofes, you deny the profit or neceſſity of them.

ot God in puniſhing ſinners preach t in them? laſtly, are 
they not ordain'd by God as ſharpe inſtruments to ſearch 
the benumm'd wounds of his maim'd children, which by 
joyning to them the — oy le of his grace, hee makes et- 
tectuall? What matters, though they receiue not their et- 
ficacy from nature, if they haue it from — Thus much 
my text aſſures me, that reb»kes are to bee vſed, and if we 


belicue our eApoftle, they mult not bee regulated by Po- 
pery, which to make the will a Lord, attires the vnderſtan- 
ding as nakedly as a beggar , and to pamper the one, 


ſtarucs the other, dyes <rw, ſaith the 9 which 
is not a bare reproofe, but implycs alſo a diſproofe, as if 
hee ſhould haue ſaide, ty ranize not oueg their conſc ĩen- 
ces in matters of religion, lap not vp your reproofes in 
the generall beliefe ot the Church, but owne the 
rampires of ſinne with rcaton, and ſubdue ſelfewill with 
the weight of invincible demonſtration. This teacheth 
vs what ought to bee the furniture of rebukes, if wee 
would haue them effectuall, ro wit, that they be fraughe 
with convincing arguments, that -Rhetoricke enter not 
the liſtes without ſome weapons borrowed from the 
arſenall of Logicke, that wee remember the Maxime in 
Phuloſophie , that the will wilt no more then the vnder- 
ſtanding vnderſtands. Checks haue a kinde of ſignio- 
ry over the outward members, they may fetter the legges, 
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or manicle the hands from ming ſome outward. a- 
ction, but to toyle the will, and to controle the affecti- 
ons from deſiring it, reaſon it ſelfe muſt chide, and the in- 
tellectuall faculties muſt bee ſatiſſied. True zeale was 
never blinde, or implicite faith powerfull in good, the 
tongue is a Cretian, and may turne Ieſuite, but the 
heart is free borne, and cannot ſubmit it ſelfe to the 
law of blinde obedience. But becauſe an vnſcaſonable 
increpation ¶ faith as af is like an axe that flyetb 
from the handle, it may kill thy brother, when it 
ſhould onely cut downe the brambles of ſume, and 
ſeing this precept of rebuk ing, in my text, is an affirma- 
tiue precept, vvhich bindes, as the Schooles lay , ſem- 
per, but not ad ſemper, alwayes, but not to all times, 
to preſcribe what ſhould bee the demeanure of a Chri- 
ſtian in this caſe of conſcience ; & Paul preſcribes not 
a few cautions in my text. The firſt tells when, and vp- 


on what it is to bee done, namely when faults 
are plainely detected, and not barely ſurmiſed: This wir- 
neſſe u true, #i*ndwics wherefore, or for which cauſe, 
rebuke them...

reprehend, but yet not winking at what thou mayeſt 


correct. I of an vniverſall law, as ſt otle 
in his Ethicks decides the queſtion , excuſeth no man, 
but ignorance of a particular fact condemneth none, ſaue 
thoſe peradventure, whole office makes them inquili- 
tours. Wherefore the eApoſtle 1. Cor. 4. Indge nothing 
(faith he) before the time, and our Saviowr, Mat. 7. Iudęe 
not, that yee bee not judged; what meanes hee by this, that 
wee ſhould condemne any thing in another ? No, but 
that we ſhonld not play the cenſors before the offence be 
Knowne. Actiont, as Auſtin diſtinguiſheth, are of two ſores, 
ſome are of that nature, that they may be done as well with

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2 good minde as a bad, others cannot be done with an in. 
tention rightly framed: Now thoſe places of our Saviows 
and S* Paul are to be of the former ſort, and 
not the latter; and for confirmation of this diſtincti-

plement were then in vic)isnothing elſe for ti moſt part, 
but a conrteons G courtlile kind of Cretiſme, but to giue the 
hye to any one in particular, herein, though the party hate 
not the thing. yet he would hate the name, and the potion 
would turne to gall, what ſhould remoue it? The reaſons 
and grounds hereof, are principally two, the one leſt wee 
arme ſhame with a brazẽ vizard,to take vp the patronage 
of a fault, and fo que vis correctiorem, facis pejorem, ſaith 
Auſtin, whom thou intendeſt ro mend, thou makeſt 
worſe: the other is, becauſe a good name is like —— 
and enfignes of honour, which vſher the good actions 
of men, and make them paſſable in the world: Hee 
which defamesthis, depriues his brother ot an inſtrument, 
without which neither his | calling of a Chriſtian, 
ner his particular almoſt wharſocuer,can be ſo powerfull. 
Alexander ab Ales therefore diſputing the que ſtion, whe- 
ther contumelies are to bee remitted, not — 
rancorems , as touching malice and rancor , alſo 
quoad [atisfattionew , as touching ſatisfaction; he diſtin- 
guiſheth of contumelies , that ſome are injuricſe in per- 
ſonas, imurious to the perſons; ſome, in jarioſa in offices, 
iniurious to the offices which they beare : the former 
hee faith, ought not to bee greatly ſet by, but eaſily 
pardoned, but not the latter without ſome amends, if 
it may bee had. For in things vvhich touch ones 
particular perſon, vvee giue an account to God, but 
tor our ſelues;bur in things which concerne ones office or 
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ing wee may giue an account to God for others, and 
therefore wee cannot diſpenſe with ought that belongs to 
them without being injuriousto our neighbours; now a- 
mongſt theſe not theleaſt is a good name, it being our one 
indcede, as our riches are, in reſpect of the poſſeſſion, but 
it is others in reſpect of the vſe and benefit. Heere ther- 


ique ſpeaki: 
men would obſerue this diff i»igw — yy pun. 
ſeriouſly, whether they ſpeake of thoſe which beare ſway 
inthe common-wealth, or them whichare over · ſcers in the 


Church. Chiefe Magiſtrates are ſet byGodto be like Sũnes

in the middle region of the aire, they hurt not the Sunn 
it ſelfe , neither do they abſtract any thing from his

veth to vs. So likewiſe Paſtowrs in the Church; are 
trumpets of the Goſpel which ſummon you to battaile a- 
inſt your ſpirituall enemies, hee which defamesthem, 
oth hee ſtoppe the breath of the trumpet ; doth hee 
hinder it from ſounding ? no, but hee enchants your 
organs and puts wooll into your eares, that t di-

And to apply this to our ſelues;the 
voice of more then a Titus is neceſſary in this decrepit 
age of ours, wherein faith in many places lic's bed · ridden, 
and as if Crete had diiperſ d new colonies hout 
the world; it ſcarce is any where ſecure from the $ 
of a lying and contentions ( retian. W hat plott of ground 
feed's not Ainotaures which gore the ſides of farth and 
Chriſtianreligion: what paſture ſq levell wherein ſome a- 
ſpiring Ida lifts not vp it's head, and involues it's vaine 
conccites in the cloudes? Even the Labyrinthes of Deda- 
lus haue leit their ſubterrancan habitations, and planted 
themſelues in the fallacics and impoſtures of home-bred 
Donatift; and nei — Pelagians. I wilh that words 
were as coyne, that fo the many whichthis ſubject re- 
quires, might be exchang d into fewer, & yer of cquivaler 
value, & I might cõtain my ſelfe within that circle of time 
on which hope rather then aſſurance bidd's mee treſpaſſe: 
but this Preſence cõmands mee ſilence, here the example 
of our reyal Theſes himicife in quelling theſe mon- 
ſters, hath ſupplyed that which you may ſuppoſe was 
the taske of Titus, and en ofred ( I doubt not)what 
my text aime'sat, with a ſilent Sermon, and reall per- 
waſion ot it's owne.

Mar. 28. 21. Theſe men are to be commended in that they 
came hither . it. 


It had beene little acceptable in God's for them to 


haue riſen early, and late to haue taken reit, had it not been 


toa end, and right vſe, but labour it was which they 
aim dat, and patience it was with which they waited for 
it. The fooliſb virgins which attended not the Bride- 

oome's comming, were juſtly rebuked : that could not 

objected again theſe men, for they waited and atten- 
ded for hire all the day, and what vertue is oftner ingemi- 
nated in holy Writ with greater commendations, then pa- 
tient waiting?

That the labourers of God's vineyard ſhould not and only 
expecting when labour i ſhowld bee impoſed on them, but 41% 
ſhould ſerke out and bee apprehenſine of all good ceafions, 
wherein they may be 1mployed. 
It is a poſition of Aviftoel well knowne,that morall fe- 
licity conſiſts in action: & certainely if that may be eſtee. 
our —— benis,or higheſt felicity on earth with - 
out which we are aſſured of no felicity in heaven. I may 
well conclude with the Philoſopher, that our earthly hap- 
pineſſe doth conſiſt in nothing ſo much as in action. For 
doth not our Saviour tell vs, that the tree which brin- 
eth not forth goad fruit is bewen downe aud caſt into rhe 
e. CMatth. 7. 19? and the life of a Chriſtian is 
E it 
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it not compared by S. Paw both to a race wherein God 
affords no taleration to ſtanders by, & beſtowes acrowne 
vpon none bur ſuch as ſo ſtrive as they ought to doe 
2. Tim. d againe toa time of ſowing, wherein whatſo- 
ever a man ſoweth in his life hee is ſure to reape the ſame 
againe inthe world to come. Gal. 6.7? for though it bee 
true that Deu coronat dona ſua, nom merit a tua, God crow- 
neth his owne gifts not thy merits, as ſayth S* Auguſtine, 
yet is it as true that to the making of the wedding gar- 
ment, with which we muſt appeare cloathed, when at the 
laſt trumpe, the great King ſhall ſummon vs vnto his hea- 
venly ſupper, there is required not faith alone, but workes 
alſo, as Hierome well obſerues vppon the 22 Mar. Faith I 
conteſſe, is as the chiꝭte ſtuffe of which the garmẽt or coate 
is made but workes are, that by which it is kuo ne & diſ- 
cerned: & in as much as that the ſeed of the Serpent by hy- 
iſie & diſſimulation hath often made falſe garments 
r the divell romaske in like an angell of the light, Chriſt 
will never acknowledge the garment to be his livery,vn- 
leſſe he finde on it his oe badge, & that badge is works. 
Now in regard ofthis neceſſity of well · doeing, I ho 
there is not in this aſſembly any ſo rudely catechiſ d in t 
Schoole of Chriſtianity, which will pot fr6 theſe premiſſes 
inferre with me, that if we expect the promiſſes annexed, 
wee muſt diligently exerciſe the functions of our calling 
when oportunity is offered; yet as in morall actions wwe 
edu, that is, prudence and perſpicuity are ſo neceſſary 
that the Philoſopher in the 6 of hu Ethickes , concludes no 
morall vertue to ſubſiſt without them ſo are we to thinke 
of the actions of our vocations, that they like wiſe will bee 
vntruitfull without theſe requi ſites adjoyned: for bee our 
drifts never ſo religious, never ſo lau be our inten- 
tions, yet want there bur prudence to direct vs, or perſpi- 
cuity to apprehend & force the meanes conducing to our 
deſignes, and wee may eaſily miitake the narrow pans

leſt by ſtanding idlely or carcleflely with theſe labourers 
when ies are offer” d. he miſſe & faile of the ſcope 
he inteded. So farre were the Saints in the old Teſtament 
fro omitting any oportunity whereby they might practiſe 


their piety, that on the cõtrary ſide they ſought out waies, 


& as it were — — Gen. 18. 
lookes vp & tees three men, and what doth he? not looke 
aſide like the mizers ot our daies,nor ſtand expecting wh 
they ſhould implore harbour of him, though the Sunne 
was as then at the higheſt, & the time of the day by ragſon 
of heate vnſeaſonable to travaile in, but hee runs to meete 
them, leſt they ſhould over paſſe him, bowes to the groũd 
that they might not deny him, and petitions them it hee 
hath found favour in their ſight, that they would vouch- 
ſafe to turne in vnto him. Remember Lot in the chapter 
following, doth not hee likewiſe riſe vp to meete the men 
which came to Sodome, bow his face vnto the ground, & 
preſſe earneſtly vpon them, which ſeemed loathto be bur- 
denous to ſo kind an inviter, that they would turne into 
his houſe, & partake of his proviſion? Why theſe men be- 
came humble ſuiters vnto gueſts, & nor their gueſts 
vnto the? All the parcels of holy writ are full of ſuch exã- 
ples;the zcale of David for the houſe of the Lord, Tehoas his 
owne care in purging the Temple, Paal preaching in ſea- 
fon & out of ſcaſon, & Nehemiah , folitary night-walkes 
about deſolate Hieruſalem, what are they but liuely pat- 
ternes of that forwardnes & fotecaſt, though not — y 
ſtirr d vpby others, which every Chriſtian ſhould aſſume 


himſelfe in the worke of the vineyard? I could here pro- 

poſe vnto you the example of our Saviour Chriſt; whoſe 

compaſſion commonly then moſt appeared when it was 

leaſt implored. Litle did — or Sionthink _ 
2 w 
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when he weepsfor it, or the ſouleeficke Ie ſecke for him 
as the Fhiſitian, when he ſought nothing more the to ſalue 
him, ſinfull man which never had the grace either to diſ- 
cerue his owne miſery or to beg God's mercy, Chriſt ſee- 
ing what he had need of, of himſelfe came downe to cure 
his infirmity; and his mortall enemies which abandoned 
him, & had loſt the right of their inheritance, thirty-three 
ycaresand more voluntarily fights hee with the divell, 
world, & death, that he might purchaſc it a new for them. 

Theſe(belcucd) and the like examples ſhould moue vs 
to bethinke our ſelues of thoſe free and voluntary actions 
of piety which God requires at our hands, and whilſt 
wee are here abiding in this Nath as in a Source whence 
knq; / ledge is to be derived into the barren places of this 
land. let vs not ſtand idle, or be too beetle · ſighted in appre- 


hẽding the ities which are heere preſented 
vnto vs to to others: & though wee are not call'd 
to any ſpeci zyet imagine we may not, that in the 
meane ſeaſon Godc h no mites at our hands tobe 


freely beſtowed on the ſoules which dwellby vs, 
& which periſh often for wãt of the ſmalleſt crimes that 
fall frõ our tables;you know whole voice it was, Nunguid 
ego cuſtos fratris mei am I my brothers keeper? O beloucd? 
> 1a Salt not ſee(ſauh God )thy brothers oxe or his aſſe go a- 
ſtray, & bide thy ſelfe, thou ſ alt in any caſe bring the againe 
unto thy brother: Dent. a2. I may aske you as the Apoſtle 
did of another ſẽtence of the law; doth God care for oxen 
or aſſes? hath henot a care of men's ſoules? wilt 
thou the ſee I ſay, not thy brothers aſſe, but thy Saviour's 
ſheepe goe aſtray*, and not ſeeke to bring it againe vato 
him If wee oppreſle the fatherleſſe, or detaine the right of 
the poore, mortui ſumi non otwoſs ,we ſtand not idle, fayth 
Chryſaſtome, but are then dead; but though wee doe 
not this, yet if wee ſecke not out the poore and giue 


voluntarily vntothem, fame otioſi, ſayth hee, wee 
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idle. This is the market place wherethe husband-man 
expecteth to finde labourers, and it isalmoſt the twelfth 
houre with ſome that they haue ſtood idle therein, ſhall 
they lay with theſe in my text, quia nemo no: conduxit, be- 
cauſe no man hath hired vs: why then belikethe vineyard 
in this parable is not the Church of God, whereſoeuer the 
brambles of ſinne are to be cut off; but ſome fatte benefice: 
nor the penny which the husband-man agrecs to giue 
them, the crowne of glory, which they muſt not recciue 
vntill the evening; but ſome worldly promotion, which 
they mult after in the mcane time. They indeede 
whichare of a paſtorall charge, haue a more ſpe- 
ciall vocation to imploy their talent in that place, which 
talent if they put vp in a napkin, as ſome doe, they ſhall be 
beaten with more ſtripes ver — haue a generall 
vocation beſides, by vertue w in thoſe things which 
beate a relation vnto Chriſt our head, we haue all an inte- 
reſt one in another, and in this reſpect, we are comman- 
ded to admoniſh one another: Rom. 15. 14. beſides, wee 
are parts of the ſame body, and haue wee no fellow - fe- 
ling when other members are wounded, or doe feſterꝰ we 
doe fight the ſame battaile, & thinke wee it, vs 
nothing, when others breake their rankes, or e their 
ſtations? Wee are the flocke of the ſame ſheepheard, and 
feede in the ſame r and ſhall wee conceiue our

ling, this thing will God require at their hands, but if theſe 


neglect their care of vs, ſhall we wholly neglect our care 
of Gods flocke? God graunt there be none here of whom, 
as the wiſeman ſaid of worldlings, that God gaue them 
riches, but hee gaue them not the heart to vic „ o 
may ſay of them, that God hath given them learning, elo- 
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ence & other bleſſings from aboue, and hath not given 
them the heart to vie them. It was farre otherwiſe (be- 
loved)in the Prophet Eſay, of whom wee reade, that ſo 
ſooneas God had but touch't his lips with a coale from 
his altar, his heart was ſtraight inflamed to bee ſet on 
weorke , and when the Houſe of Ifracl,and men of ludah, 
which were the vineyard which the Lord of hoſtes had 
planted, and of — looked for judgement and righ- 
teouſneſſe hen they had brought forth wilde the 
ſinnes of cry ing on, and God had ſaid, who 
ſhall goe vp for vs, whom ſhall 1 wards es m9 
delayes but cries, ſend mee, Let vs reaſon together (belo. 
ved) wee are the ard of the Lord as was Iudah and 
Iſrael, what could he done more for them, then hee 
hath done for vs? and hath not ſuperſtition and Budi 
infected yet many an angle of our land, as it did that of 
Judah, and to roote out this, Gd ſauh,hom ſhall I ſend? 
hath not fi and ſenſeleſneſſe of religion invaded the 
richer ſort, and to correct theſe, God (aithdaily, whom 
ſhall I ſend?

deficient , knowledge es in ſome parts, and how 
ſhould it be repaired but hy you ? the neceſſity you ſee is 
vrgent, the opportunities apparent, the reward eminent,

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and therefore why ſtand you here? which is the place re. 
prehended, and commeth next to be handled. why ftand 
you here? The place here reprehended by the husband- 
man was, inall probability, the market-place, and indeed 
the market · place, if we may ſtand vpon the letter, is no fir 
place for the labourers of the vineyard to ſtand in. But to 
paſſe from the letter to the ſenſe; the market faith one) is 
the wotld, vi omnia ſunt venalia, maxime vero anime, 
where all things are bought and ſold , eſpecially mens 
ſdules; Lord to ſee how cheape the devill buyes them! for 
how litle pleaſure, how litle gaine or honour? the ſhrewd 
merchants of our dayes, who will ſticke ata penny when 
they trade with their neighbours, vvill not Rand for their 
ſoules whenthey are to barter with the devill. But yet 
as our beſt i ers doe obſerue, the vineyard being 
taken more ly for the Church, the market may 
ſignific any place out of Church, and not amiſſe, for God 
forbid, that markets ſhould be kept either in Churches, 
or Church matters, ſince it pleaſed our Saviour to whip 
both buyers and ſellers out ofthe Church: but this I note 
onely by the way. The labourers of the vineyard being ſo 
ſharply rebuked by the husband · man for ſtanding (here) 
that is, in a place where in their labour lay not, & whereof 
they were not labourers, doth direct vs more vſefully to

his is eaſie to be confirm d by ſundry places of holy 
writ, for firſt we finde that the Levites were watchmen, 
but yet by Moſes law, as in their proper place, they eſpe - 
cially were to watch inthe Tabernacle or the Congrega- 
tion; Nam. 10. Ifracl muſt fight the Lords battaile a- 
gainſt Midiã, yet ſo that all obſerue the place which their 
Gideon appointes them: Iudg. 7. And the Elders at Ephe- 
ſms are commanded to watch and take heede, but it _ 
cc 
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be tothe flocke, over which the Holy Ghoſt had made 
them overſcers: Act. 20. [acob, as wee reade Cen. 31, 
when hee once vndertooke to bee his vncles ſheepheard, 
the homelines of the taske could not daunt him, nor the 
vnkindnes of churliſh Lab diminiſh his vigilancy, but 


that for 20 yearest q the drought conſum'd 
him in the day, and the froſt by night, ſo that for care, his

A good example (beloved )for vs miniſters, which 
either now haue, or may haue a flocke of Chriſts 


committed to our cuſtody, to teach vs with what care & 
diligence we ſhould alwayes attend on it. It is a vineyard 
vvherein the enemy will ſow weedes to plucke downe 
the vines, if vve be not vvatchfull as vvas this Patriarch: 
it is a campe onall ſides by Satans ſtratagems, 
ſo that if vve but budge from our ſtation, hee le imme- 
diatly finde entrance: it is a flocke vvhich vve muſt feed 
not verbo onely, but exemploby example likewiſe, as we 
are taught . Per. 3. and therefore if through our abſence 
any thereof doe etre or goe aſtray, at our hands God 
vvill require it againe. Woe therefore, ſaith E ec hici, to 
the idle ſheepheaxd that leaueth the flocke, the ſword ſhall 
bee vpon his arme, and his right eye ſhall bee vtterly 
darkened. But vvhatſ vvill ſome object) muſt the ſheep- 
heard then be alwayes attending his flocke, the labourer 
alwayes labouring in the vineyard?this is an hard ſaying, 
and vvho is able to beare it? Neither am I ignorant vv hat 
hath befallen to many, vvho at the firſt haue beene ſo 
vehement in ſpeaking againſt any tolcration in this kind. 
chat afterwards having more feclingly look't into the caſe 
haue changed their mindes:a notable example vvhercof 
vve may haue in Cajeran, vvhom eAmbroſius Cathari- 
nu in his apologie againſt Dominicus a Soto , produceth 
to prouc the lau l this act, for that hee having 

once 
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once in his writings inveighed moſt bitterl inſt it, & 
afterwards being made Cardinall, — r Biſhop- 
ricke, and not at it, and ſo refuted his writi 
with 1 come brieſely — — to 
point, I dare not be ſoperemptorie againſt the practiſe of 
our Church as ſome are, plaine it cn this commande- 
ment of reſiding is praceptum affirmativam, an affu matiue 
precept, as Eliſem, Valentia, with others doe obſerue, aud 
therefore you know it binds not ſemper, or ad ſemper, it 
muſt not be laid in the ballance ſtripe from thoſe neceſſa- 
ry materiall circumſtances which giue it waight. 
I graunt therefore that there may be certaine caſes which, 
though one be alabourer of this vineyard, ora paſtor of 
this flocke, yet may excuſe his abſence for a time. As firft

for if the place be vnfit for rec it were hard heart-

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forbid (Gith he) that the marriners, or ipecially the ma- 
ſter ofthe ſhippe leaving his paſſengers behind, ſhould 
ſaue himſelfe by a boate, or by ſwi and commit 
the vnwealdy veſſell to the mercy of the vnmercitull 
waues. But the perſecution muſt bee perionall and pro- 
per not to paſtours onely, but to that paſtour or ſome pa- 
ſtours only, and in this caſe Elias fled from Jeſabell: 1. 

Peter left the Church of Hieruſalem to eſcape 
Herods furie: Af. 12. Panl left the Church of Damaſ- 
cus, .when ſome particularly ſought to kill him: A. g. 
and Chriſt wiſh't his diſciples when they were perſecu- 
ted in one citie, to flic into another, Mat. io. The ſecond 
rule which & Auſtine ſet; downe, u that the neceſſary offi« 
cer of the paſtour which i fled, bee ſupplied by others:and 
therefore, Paul when he fied the perſecutours, left not 
Damaſcus voide of a neceſſary miniſterie, nor Arhanaſing 
left the Church of Alexandria deſtitute of other teachers, 
when hee fled from ({'anftenrina the Emperour, as the 
fame Father well noteth.. Thirdly, I deny not but that 
a labourer from his all place, or a paſtour from his 
* — abſent, and yet not come vnder 
the Husband · maus laſh of ys ftand pos here : and this 
may be qualitare megotij „ When the buſineſſe about which 
hee gocth, j is to the proſite either of the vniverſall 
Church, or ot ſome particular. Naclantins, Campegia, 
CMeoſconias and others which write vpon this ſubject, do 


reduce tothis title the going to or particular Sy. 
nods, and helping to d re od. ace any the like. 
in which caſes they agree that a paſtour may leaue his 
flocke for a time, fo that the time be not very long, and 
the place not vnprovided of a ſufficient ſubſtitute: tor ſo 
we reade of Tuma hy, to whom Paw! had committed the 
Church of Epbeſiu, and Tytxe who was Biſhop of (vete, 
how the one was ſent to iſhthe Church in D 4/maatia, 
& the other both promiſed to the f hilippiaut, & ally vpos 
an 
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an occaſion ſent for to come to Rome: 2. Tim. . but yet ſo, 
that neither Tirw his flocke were left vnprovided of ma- 
ny inſtructors whichbefore he had ordained there, nor E- 
pheſuu, as Calvin well noteth, wãteda Tychicus, which was 
ſent vnto them to ſupply Timotbie i toome. But theſe for- 
mer exceptions may be applyed toall Churches in 
rall, there are ſome other alleadged by our men which c6- 
cerne our Church of more parti y: for firſt, 
there is a liberty of abſence graunted to ſome, that their 
knowledge may be increaſed in the Vniverſity, & their la- 
bours by that meanes, be made afterwards the more profi- 
table: ſecondly, to others, leſt the houſes of great men

red in the Scriptures concerning this, as that moe doubtes, 
like Hydy«'s heads, ſhall notriſe vp anew to continue the 
fight;for mine own part I could wiſh, that mt would but 
firſt practiſe on all parts thawwhich may be certainely de- 
termined by the word of God. Fourethings we find plain- 
ly expreſſed in the Scriptures concerning the duty of a Pa- 
ſtour. Firft, that he is to imploy his talent to the beſt ad- 
vantage of the Church, leſt the grace beſtowed vpon him 
be in vaine:1.{or.15. Secondly, that hee hath a particular 
calling to take heed to, & to feed that flocke of God, ouer 
which the Holy Ghoſt hath made him ouerſeer: A. 20. 
Thirdly ,chathis hirelings negligence ＋ not excuſe . 
2 i 
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if the wicked be not warned from his way, but that the 
bloud of that man God will require at his hands which is 
the true watchman, Exzech. } Fourtbiy, that the feeding 
of his flocke is to be prefert d before any worldly reſpect, 
be it either honour or wealth; and therefore we are com- 
manded to take the ouerſight thereof, not for filthy lucre, 
but of a ready minde: 1. Pet. 5. and indeede our lawes ne- 
ver in „that the vutward pompe of the Church 
ſhould bee advanced with any prejudice to the inward 
growth of it, as ſome thinke, who take the Church tobe of 
the Spaniſh humour, & could be content to haue it's belly 
pinchꝭ t, rather then it's backe vngarded. Theſe things, I 
take, may be ſufficiently ſtrengthnedby many texts in ho- 
ly writ: if any will that they can practiſe theſe b 

ſubſtitutes, or can in effect — what theſe 


— let others take yp the firit ſtone, I ſhould bee

any aſpertion vpon thoſe rev 

—— Church, — — and frequent videl of 

their flockes, beſides other worthy labours conſt in 
d 


igher places, might ſerue to our rurall flu $ 
— perpetuall = only for thoſe, whoſe focke, 


as S* Paul termes it ſcarce ſeene their face in the 

eſh, nor others in the pulpit; & which abuſing the { 
of the ſtatute, provided no doubt to a good end, chinke 
they may goe ſafely therein, as farre as the very letter of 
the law will giue leane; I know not what to judge; 
vnleſſe they arc perſwaded,athat before Gods — 
they ſhall bee againſt by the common law , or 
elſe, that they hope they ſhall bee allowed a Counſel- 
ler to plead their caſe at that day. In the meanetime, 
leaving the deciding of the queſtionto others, let vs apply 
to our {clues but thoſe foure points which before I men- 
tioned, and conſider therein the duties which God exa- 
Reth at our pr aero concernes the imploy- 
ment of our talent, ycelds a caveat both to thoſe, who ba- 

ving 
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ving ſpent their litle ſtocke in the country, make a co- 
lour of coming bither like the fooliſh virgins to buy more 
oyle, that they take heed leſt the bridegroome by in 
the meane ſeaſon, or that they ſhew not themſelues more 
fooliſh then the virginszand when they come for oyle,mi- 
ſtake the veſſell, and beſtow their talent vpon a differing 
ware: as alſo tothoſe which are well fraughted with ſpi- 
rituall food, that they would not take hold of that diſpen- 
ſatiõ which the law provided for emptier veſſels;he which 
cauſed the widdowes batrell of meale not to waſt, nor her 
cruize of oyle to faile vntill the day that ſe {ent rains vpon 
the earth, will make thy lampe not to waxe dimme, nor 
thy ſtore to decreaſe till thou haſt watered andenl; 

thoſe barren and darke places whither thou art ſent. Con- 
ſider the Prophet Jcremie, a man would thinke that he had 
not a fourty years vnder-age, but child-hoodon his ſide to 
avoyd ſo waighty a worke,as to be a Prophet vnto natios, 
but when God had once ſet him to deſtroy and pull downe 


ro build and to plant, (there was his calling) aud par forth 
his hand and touched his month, (there was the collocation! 


' of gifts — why his plea of want of 


yeares did him no em ſay not then, I 
am acluld, Ier. 1. 7. The ſecond and third points ( I pro- 
poſ'd )whichconcerne the care that God exact sof every 
man that hath a flocke ; do ſhew thoſe whom either ſer- 
vices or greater imployments haue call'daway;what con- 
flicts (as the Apoſtle tels vs) they ſhould haue for their 
flockes, and 1 they will all herein imitate the exam- 
ple of S' Paul, Cel. 2. 5. though they bee abſent in the fleſh, 
yet they will bee with them in the ſpiris , joying and 
beholding their order:ar leaſt they will eſca one | 
plaint of the Church, (nt. 1. Hy mothers children 
were angry with mee , they made mee the keeper of the, 
vineyards, but mine owne vineyard haue ] not kept . 
The laſt point which intimates the high reſpect wee 

F 3 ſhould 
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ſhould beare to our office of labouring in the vineyard, c6- 
demnes in all ſorts any propoſing to themſclues of inferi- 
our ends or reaſons inducing their abſence, other then is 
the profitting of tho Church ingenerall or in particular. 
O beloued, I feare mee if many pried-but into their one 
hearts, they ſhould find the ſtate of the queſtio ſomewhat 
altered from that which they propoſe vnto the world; it 
would not bee, whether they might diſpence with them- 
ſelues to be abſent from the place where their particular 
calling lyes,vponcaſe of ſickneſſe or perſecution, or the e- 
ablihment oftheir neighbour Churches,or aſſiſting ot 
Synods afſebled;or laſtly,(which ſeemes tobe M Hookers 
— and indeed is an excellent one, ) to bring to the 
hurch in caſe of neceſſity a greater profit: but they ſhould 
finde that pleaſure too often would challenge as great a 
iviledge as perſecutiomand private profit would thinke 
cauſe as as profittingof whole Churches, and 
herein would conſiſt the controverſie of our worldlings, 
whether theſe be cauſes ſufficient to make it lawfull for a 
labourer in the vineyard, or a Paſtour in the Church, to 
live not for a ſmall time, but ordinarily remote from the 
place of which hee is a labourer or paſtor, and to commit 
the principall worke vnto an hireling: I name not theſe, 
as though other pretences might not be inſerted into the 
ſtare of the queſtion ; bur theſe giuing aime as it were 
vnto the reſt, and the difficulty hereinconſiſting not ſo 
much in ſtientia as in conſcientia, all men vpon what pre- 
tence ſoever they liue away, leaueing the higher ſubtil- 
ties to che Schooles, I deſire them that they would but 
firſt according to theſe Criteria examine a litle their 


one ſoules. Fathers and Brethren, I know not what to 
ſay. if theſe carnall motiues are ſufficient to make any neg- 
ligence in this caſe excuſable: hath not Chriſt taught vs 
that a good ſheepeheard will lay downe, not his goods 
or his wealth, ( for that were a ſmall matter ) buteven 

his 
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his owne life for his flacke. Job. ro ? Mathew had a- 
bounded more in wealth had be ſtill fate at the receipt of 
cuſtome, and not followed our Saviour;and aui might 
more freely haue enjoyed him(elte had hee ſtill continued 
at the feete of Gamaliel . But CHathew thou hadſt beene 
poore to Chriſt, hadſt thou not made thy ſelte poore vn- 
tothe world: and Pal had beene hard hearted to vs, 
bad hee not beene cruell to himſelfe: the world had loſt 
an example, wee had loſt our leſſon, the Church had 
loſt an inſtruter, and Chriſt an Apoſtle . The good 
Fathers (Iamaſhamedto ſpeake it ) Tertullian to Fa- 
du, and eAuſtine to Homoratus made more ſcruple of 
leauing their flockes, when cruell perſecutours Cughe 
their lines, then many now adayes doe to abide with 
them when they are oppugned onely by their carnall ap- 
petites; they prodigall of their liues, and bloud charged 
the enemy in open fight, and caſt him out, reſcuing king- 
domes and ſubduing the nations of the world to Chriſt 
and his Goſpell, and ſhall wee when the field is wonne 
forſake our colours, bee ſlacke in purſuite, and giue the 
adverſary leaue once more to make a re-entry > But the 
time bids mee bee breefe, I will leaue therefore the far- 
ther application heereof vnto your owne conſciences, and 
ſo I come to the time reprehended in my text, all the day, 
Why ſtand yee here all the day idle? 

I ſhewed you the Sunne before = his riſi — » 
ou{ beloued )yet hanging vpon this our mothers breaſts 
— adviſe nz you would not — idle there, wan- 
ting not oportunities of entring into the vineyard;my next 
leſſon was for thoſe which — earneſt and were al- 
ready hired, that they would not ſtand (here ) idle out of 
their proper place the vineyard. & loe, to them the Sunne 
ſtood as it were in the midſt of the firmament;but now we 
muſt behold him not fatsonary as at the prayer of [oſbna, 
10r retrograde as in the dyall of Ahar, but going 
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andthe glorious lampes of heaven whilome obſcured by 
hisbrighter beames, almoſt ready to make their appea- 
rance:now was the time or never for the husband-man to 
beſtirre himſelte, now muſt the labourers do ſomething 
to earne their penny;poore men it was the 11. howre of the 
day. and they in the ſame caſe as at the firſt, O but let not 
the Sunne go downe in this manner, worke the worke of 
the husbandman dum dies eſt, whilſt it is yet day, the night 
will come when no man can worke, then hee which hath 
ſtood all the day idle, ſhall looſe all the dayes hire, the 
the crowne of eternall Many good concluſions 
might from hence bee as firſt how dangerous a 
thing it is for a man to deferre his entrance into a new 
courle of life:hec parabola (faith one) toſlit deſperationem, 
non docet praſumptionem, this parable taketh away deſpera- 
tion, not teacheth preſumption, for het which at the 11" 
houre was willing to accept of theſe mens labours, gaue 
them no aſſurance that they ſhould find labour at the þ.xth. 
Beſides, non ſemper manet in foro P ater-famulias, (ſaith Au- 
/tin)the lord of the vineyard is not alwayes in the market 
to fer thee on worke and no marvaile(faith Gregery ) if at 
the laſt gaſpe hee forget himſclte, who in all his life negle- 
Red to remember God. Buttheſc i paſſe over, as being by 
others often beate vpon : ' wherefore 1 deſire that you 
would returne a litle backward with mee, and call to 
minde, how Interpreters for the moſt part do agree, that 
the ſeverall howersand parts ofthe day, do delincate vnto 
vs inthis parable nothing elſe, but the ſeverall ſeaſons of 
of mans lite, and how that the market place doth paint out 
any place out of the Church:that therefore the husband- 
man ſhould brand all the day or parts of mans lite ſpent 
(here) or out of the Church wich this blot of idleneſſe, l 
ioferre: 
That all our life appeares idle in Gods ſight, which is ſpent 
before wee truly are inſerted ar engrafted mo the bed) of the 
Church, As 
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As the Church is diſtinguiſhed into viſible & inviſible, 
ſo may a man be ſaid to be actually inſerted either into the 
viſible alone, which requireth nothing but an externall 
profeſſion of the true faith; or into the inviſible, which be- 
ſides the profeſſion, craues the inward ſpirit of adoption. 
The Papiſts howſoeuer they make a faire gloſe, and ſeeme 
much to extoll their Mother the Church with extra Ec- 
cleſiã non eſt ſalus, out of the Church there is no ſalvationza 
point acknowledged as well by vs, as themſelueszyet it is a 
matter worth the obſer ing, that leſt the doctrine of me- 
rits and free will ſhould quite goe to the ground, ſo bolde 
will they make with this their Mother, as that Andradins 
on the one part, would haue euen Heathẽs, exiſting out of 
the viſible Church, by their good workes to purc haſe ſal- 
vation;& Bellarmine on the other part, in h4s 1. book de In- 
ſtif. & 21.chap:thinks,that men — — grace, 
& therfore not yet actually of the inviſible Church if we 
ſhould ſpeak according to the truth) may performe works 
which ſhall not onely appeare not idle in God's ſight, but 
over & aboue, proue meritorious ex congrus of jultificati- 
on. Alas! but it either of theſe doctrines might hold play, it 
had been hard meaſure to haue ſtiled theſe labourers ſtan - 
ding here with fo homely a title, as idle. Jellarm. quoting 
this Parable at leaſt 7 times in hi Tome, to proue free- 
will & merits, cannot ( if he be ingenious) but confeſſe, that 
if euer meritũ ex congruo were found in any, it was in theſe 
men: For what vertues requires he to merit of congruity, 
which any way might be defectiue in them? Faith enough 
for a Papiſt they had, for they knew the way into the mar- 
ket, in which they were to ſtãd for hire; & the Papiſts de- 
ſire to know no more for this merite, then where is the 
church: wãted their Hope ( another of gellar. preparatiues) 
when they ſo ſtedfaſtly kept their ſtation? Slack t they 
theirdeſire, or was their intẽt altered when they fo patiẽt- 
ly expected the hire, vntill the ii hourc?nay,rococlude, 
lack't there any thing to the perfection of the actiò, when 
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it tooke effeX? They might haue excuſed themſclues, ſay- 
ing, Lord, thou knoweſt all things, thou knoweſt that wee 
haue ſtood heere all the day tomerite ex congrus our hire, 
that we might merite ex condigus the penny. But beholde 
the —— like a good Phyſitian, 25 ſhewes them 
ther malady, before he applyes the medicine, and by argu- 
ing their infirmity, ſtirres them vp to an acknowledgmer 
of their miſery. What ſhall wee ſay ( beloued) is it likely 
that God is ſo rigide in his cenſures, that he will not ſparc 
to reproue euen actions meritorious? his mercy. was wont 
to be aboue all his works, and will hee now make well- de- 
ſcruings the ſubject of his high diſpleaſure? God forbid?! 
jet him be juſt, and theſe labourers, how glorious ſocuer 
their actions, finners;and being ſinners, it followeth, that 
God which in the evening rewarded them aboue their 
merite, did now entertaine them without their merite;and 
that their works which after their calling into the Church 
appeared pleaſing before this admiſiion appeared idle and 
vaine in themſelues: The reaſon is giuen by our Sauiour, 
AMat. 12. when he bids vs to make the tree good, and his 
fruit good; or the tree euill, and his fruit euillz for as is 
the tree, ſuch will be the fruit; the ſacrifice of the vnregene- 
rate or wickgd, is an abomination vnto the Lord, Proverb.1 5, 
and the Lord Eſay 1. crycs out tothe lewes which had 
forſaken him, Bring no more oblations in vaine, my ſoule ha- 
eth your new Moones, and your appointed feaſtr, they are a 
burthen onto me, and I am weary to beare them; and againe in 
the 66. Chap: He that killeth a bullocke ,zs as if he ſlew a man, 
he that oftereth an oblation, is as if he offered ſmines blond, he 
that remembreth incenſe, as if be bleſſed an Idoll. Heere no- 
thing might paſſe for meritorious, ex opere operate, though 
it were ſacramentallʒ but rather in that they wanted Faith, 
the ſcale of their redemption, and gate of entrance into the 
Churchot Chriſt; they had no fruit in thoſe things, their 
workes yet did appeare idle. 
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A point worth the conſidering by thoſe who hauing 


once beene freed from the bondage of Antichriſt, doe like 
Lot's wife looke backe againe towards Sodome,if not with 
areſolution of returning, yet with a delight of beholding 
her painted outſide. Beloued, if wee acknowledge them to 
be none of the true Church, may confidently pronounce 
their workes as they are in Gods ſight, vaine and idle. For 
Sodome will be Sodome,and Antichriſt will bee Antichriſt; 
we cannot expect grapes of thornes, nor figges of thiſtles. 
eAfirmarinely I confeſſe I cannot conclude, this or that 
man doth outward good workes, therefore hee is a mem- 
ber of the true Church; for God onely who knoweth the 


heart of man, can truely judge of the goodneſſe of the 


worke; but negatively I may ſay, this man is no member ot 
the true Church, therforohis life beit never fo laborious in 
the eyes of men, yet in the fight of God, with theſe labou - 
rers in my Text, he ſtands alwayes idle. And indeede the 
haſbandman's argument ſo runnes ſtarts _ ſtand here 
out of the Church, ergo otioſe; pretend therefore what you 
liſt,defend your caſe how you can, you ſtand heere all the 
day idle. It hath beene a prepoſterous courſe therefore, 
as you may well obſerue, which the Ieſuites and Prieſts 
haue vſed, in ſeducing our Countrymen cither at home or 
abroad, to winne them to the ir fide, by — them the 
devotion of their religious men, the liberality of their Lay 
people, or the range outward holineſſe of both forts, at 
ſome times in the yeare; our men ſhould firſt, before they 
venture too farre vpon their workes, ſitt the truth of their 
Church; and before they ſuffer ſhipwracke in their pra- 
Rickes, ſound the depth or their ſhallowes in their theo- 


| ricks. For fromthe gliſtering of works to the verity of the 


Church, inference can be but probable at the moſt, & often 
falſe; but from the corruption of doctrine, or from a 
nullity of the Church, to the nullity of good workes , the 
argument holdes alwayes ſtrong, and the concluſion ne- 
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ceſſary. B ellarmine himfelfe acknowledgeth the former in 


his 5. bool de gratia & libero arbutrio, and 10. ch: when 

he ſayth, Ex eperibus ipſorum hominum qui nos docenr, nou 
poſce cognoſcs deftrinam, cum opera interna non videantur, 
externa antem ſunt communia viriſque. The doctrine 
which men teach, cannot be knowne by their workes, be- 

cauſe their inward workes are not ſeene, and their out- 
ward workes are common to both ſides. The latter I con- 
firmed before, & it needes not much amplitying; for if the 
roote be bitter, the fruit cannot be ſweet; and it the mem- 
ber be rotten, it cannot but be of ſmall performance. But tv 
come more particularly vnto them, becauſe they ſeeme 
hcercinto out- face vs: our men doe commonly giue three 
reaſons, wherefore the workes of thoſe which exiſt out of 
the true Church, can by no meaues be plcaſing in God's 
ſight; and ſhould I not too farre encroach vpon your pati- 
ence, I could eaſily exempliſie the inthe Church of Rome; 
The firſt us, becauſe they proceede not from a true faith: & 
alas! what is the faith of the Church of Rome ? Antichriſt 
hath not ſo ſhedde her hornes , as ſhe hath diminiſhed that 
true faith to which Paul tells vs, ſnee was once obedient , 
that faith was ſuch an one as came by N the word of God: 

Rom: to: and was like that of Abraham i, by which he doub- 
ted not of the promiſes made unto him, Gen. 15: ſothat her 
eyes were knowledge, & her ſoule was a firme confidence 
in the merits of our Saviour;here you may ice a ſtrange al- 
teration, Bellarmme defining faith rather by ignorance,the 
Knowledge, & telling vs, that all confidence in theſe caſes 
is plaine preſumption: wherfore Rome's faith being depri- 
ved both of fight & ſoule at once, can bee no more opera- 
tiue, it muſt needs be dead, & profit them nothing. The 2 
reaſou why the workes of thoſt which are not members of 


the true Church, are idle in God's ſight, is becaule they are 
not done toa right end: well {aid therfore S. Auſtm, Cam 
ſacit homo aliquid vbi peccare non videtur, fi non propter hoc 

facit, 
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facit, propter quod facere debet, peccare comvincirny., Now to 
— tech of Rome,whither bend their actiõs 
but to this end, to foiid the kingdome of Antichriſt? Whi- 
ther tends all their doctrine & teachings, but only toreare 
vp & fortityſ as Malineus well notes) the towre of confu- 
ſion, ne Babel? ſome points to enrich her treaſury, as in- 
dulgences, pilgrimaget, and di/penſations : ſome toaugment 
her power & authority, as sgnorance of Lay-people , multi- 
plying of Fryerier, the neceſſity of (onfefſion and Abſolution; 
ſome to conſerue — which hath already beene gotten: as 
the ſingle life of Prieſts, exemption of ¶ lergie from ſecular 
| TD prebeminence of the Po — Princes, 


Counceli, and Fcripture it ſelſe, with the like. See how out 


of the ruines of the Goſpell, Antichriſt labours to hew his 
throne,& make theArticlesof faith nothing but columnes 
of a Papall Empire. But theſe may ſeeme yet to be actions 
of State; let's ſee what each doth in the cloſet of 
his ſoule: a man would thinke that betweene ones ſclfe & 
God there ſhould be plaine dealing found; yet behold, evẽ 
there do theyerre in their ſcope, & rob God of his honour, 
rejecting him which is the way, & ſtriuing through their 
owne workes to beat a path to the heavenly Canaan. How 
art thou fallen Balylon that great City, and art become the 
habitation of divels how haſt thou built thy fortreſle vpõ 
the ſands of humane wiſdome, refuſing the rock & corner- 
ſtoneChriſt Teſus/But to be briefe, the 3* reaſon, why thoſe 
works are idle in God's ſight, which are done by men out 
of the true Church, is drawne a formali,becauſe the works 
many of the in their owne nature are groſſe ſins; & indeed 
it is matter worthrthe obſcrving by all of vs, that thoſe 
ſects which maintain not the truth of the Goſpel in purit 

& ſincerity, are tainted cõmonlybeſides other errors, wit 

the defending of ſome groſſe ſin or other, which diſplaies 
and add's ſuipition to all the reſt: God in his providence 
detecting hypocriſie by ſome a nt iniquity. S. Paul 


giues vs an evidẽt exãple hereof in the Gentil Ro. i. mo for 
G 3 that 
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that they turned the glory of the incorruptibie God, to the ſi- 
militude of the image of a corruptible man, and of birdes, and 
foure- footed beaſt s ng things ; God alſo gaze them, 
vp vato horrible ſiunes, — enoms luſts, which were againſt 
nature and delinered them vp unto a reprobate mmde, to doe 
thoſe things, which they knew that they which cõmitted 
them were worthy of death, and yet they not onely did 
the ſame, but alſo favoured them which did them. And to 
ſay the plaine truth, what are many of thoſe points which 
the Romane Confftory defends at thisday, any other then 
haynous crymes hatetull to all men Perhaps their prayer 
for the dead, their pilgrimages, faſting-dayer, vowes and ce- 
remonies,may ſecme to come tro a fooliſh ignorant zeale, 
and therfore the more excuſable; but the doctrine of e- 


dering and depoſing of Princes, their Powder- ploti, the aſſer- 


tien of aqui vocation, their tolerating of publicke ſtewes euen 
in Rome it ſelfe, what Chriſtian can with patience abide to 
heare them? O heauens/open your doores, & ſend thunder 
that may ſound out theſe wicked and vnnaturall poſitions, 
aſtoniſh the nature of things reaſonable a while, that 
the nature of things vnreaſonable may vnderſtand, and all 
God's creatures beabaſhed at ſuch impieties! It is not (I 
am perſwaded) either the whecle of fortune, or the change 
of deſtiny, or the craft of the diuell, that brings the adver- 
ſaries of our Churchto belecue ſuch ſhametull doctrines; 
but it is God in his divine providence which hath per- 
mitted them, euen there where the light of nature is moſt 
apparent, ſo to ſtumble, that the meaneſt of God's Elect 
whom he hath decreed to redeeme from the ſervitude of 
the Beaſt, by feeling the Law written in their hearts, to 
thwart and — thoſe ſtrange aſſertions, nay grow 
to a diſtruſt in the reſt, and by diſtruſting ſcarch, and by 
ſearching finde the true way which leades vnto life euer- 
laſting. We may wellremember how the abſurd ſelling of 
Indulgences or pardons tor mens ſinnes, by Leo the tenth, 
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wasthat which firſt ſtirred vp Luther generous ſpirit in 
Germane,to make a farther inquirie into Babylon's my+ 
ſtcrics,and how that groſſe diſpenſation from the Pope, for 
K. Henry to marry his brothers wife, was that which did 
firſt animate him to ſhake off the yoke of Antichriſt heere 
in England. It were now plaine way wardnes with vs, and 
{;mplicitic ynpardonable,cipecially in vs Schollars, either 
nt to obſerue, or inobſeruing , not to make vſe of theſe 
things. There may be Balſecks and Endemons, amongſt 
them, to carpe at the actions of our men;wee againſt them 
need no ſuch libellers,thePillars of their ownChurch haue 


/ in writing vented blaſphemies enough to brand the with- 
« 


& their one pennes in many countryes haue ſerued as 
juſt inſtruments of their confuſion. To come to an end; 
This Land hath ſcene with watery eyes;the ſtrumpet for 
many hundred of yeares together, ſitting ouer multitudes 
and nations, as ouer many waters; it hath beheld her, forti- 
ty ing her ſelfe like a Monarch, & carrying the kingdomes 
ofthe Earth in open triumph; let it ſuffice vs now, that the 
good Husbanndman Cuxisr IEsVS, at the 11. honre, at 
the end of the day of dayes, hath opened our eyes to diſ- 
cerne her fornications, that we might goe out of her; and 
hath redeemed vs from that market where before wee 
ſtood idle, at ſale amongſt her merchandiſes, by hyring vs 
out into the Vineyard of his Goſpell. Let vs beſeech God,

The alleaging of Gods bountifull declaring of himfelfe 
in my text, was to remoue an objection which the Gen- 
rides might vrge in their owne defence, it is not expreſſely 
ſet downe, but — m7 pan in that it is — „ fb 
* ＋ being a rationall particle, and here vſed as in · 
ſtructiue, ſo that whereas the Gemiles would per- 
haps haue pleaded ignorance to ex cuſe their idolatry ,the 
Apoſtle ſhewes them, that their ignorance was craſſa c 

ata, was groſſe and affected, ſuch as the Pope now a- 
yes enjoynes his ſubjects, and ſuch as by the tenures of 
Philoſophy doth augement rather then deminiſh an of- 
tence: for beſides that toexcuſe ignorance is requiredyfirit 
that it bee not gotten by mens owne fault, astheirs was 
by Adam: tranſgreſſion;Secondly that they bewaile their 
owne ignorance,and acknow it, and deſire to bee en- 
lightned by the ſpirit of God; Thirdly, that God bee ob- 
leiged by covenant to reſtore them to that light which 


they 
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they wilfully loſt: it is farther exacted that they make 


S ight of nature which is left them, and 
uffer it not to be extinguiſhed, in which the Gen- 
tiles moſt of all . For what if knew not 


God abſolutelyꝰ as Beharmine in his fourth books de gra- 
tia & lib. arb. ec. Yet by the light of nature knew 
there was a God, and that God ought tobe worſhi ped, 
though by their wilfull ignorance, 3 
not as God: and ſo I come from Gods bountifull decla- 
ring of himſelſe objected to the Gentiles; to their groſſe 
neglect and contempt of the ſame detected in them both 
from the parts and the effects of it, but firſt of the parts, 
which come in the next place to bee handled, Gloria Des 
denegata, they glorified him not as God, and Contume- 
lia Deo irrogata neither were thankefull. 

The geiles glorified not God as God, two manner 
of wayes, in the theorie, and in the prattihe; 1. inthe the- 
orie, to wit, in the doctrine of his eſſence. The Peripe- 
tetic tet, as it a es by eAriftorle in the eighth of his 
Phy Lerand firſt de Calo, rob d him ofthe creation of 
the world, which with motion they would haue eter- 
nall . The Stoickes tooke from him providence, by re- 
ferring the events of things to deſtiny. Moſt of them 
deprived him of his vnity, Simplicity, immenſity, and 
power, by faining a number of Gods, which they confi- 
ned either to certaine nations or certaine offices, and ne- 
gotiations: thus they glorified him not as God. 7nthe 
practicbe part of their divinity, which concerned the out- 
ward worſhip of him, which 8 Paul well expreſſed is 
23* verſ+ of this chapter, where hee ſayth, they changed 
the glory of the incorruptible God , into an image made like 
to corruptible man, and birds, and fonre-footed beaſts, 
and creeping things » Some of them went lower even 
to plants and herbes, asif GOD — haue growne 
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in their gardens, with which the Poet derided the E- 
Hans: 
N O Santtas gentes quibus hac naſtuntur is horte 
— las Gentile 
So that though wee cannot int des a 
meaning and — orifying God, yet how row 
acceptable to him is devotion not directed by true know- 
ledge, no where appeares better then in this example in 
my text ofthe Gentiles, Whocouldbe more ſolicitous 
and forward in the worſhip of God then they? witneſſe 
the ſumptuous and magnificent Temples, the ſolemne 
feaſts and ſhewes , the continuall Sacrifices which they 
advanced in the honour of their ſuppoſititious deities: but 


as Auſtine vpon the 31. Pſalme alluding to ſuch blinde 


worſhippers as theſe, ſayth truely, that the ſwifteſt run- 
ners beeing once out of the way become greateſt looſers, 
and that it were farre bettet to haue the ſhip guided by 
ſlacke and heavy marriners, then by a nimble and quicke 
pilot, who failing in his courſe , ſternes the veſſell 
with greater violence and much ſooner againſt the 


rockes: ſo queſtionleſſe it had beene leſſe to theſe Cen- 
tiles coudemnation, if they had beene an religious, 
then miſſing their marke to bee ſo impious. 


Whence wee may learne , fa Bead , tax > pro- 
ſe, as theſe Gentiles did, S GOD 
or one's ſcope , and not to bee 
and ſure foundations, a good 
leable to excuſe ono before GOD. To a inten- 
tion it is not enough ( ſay Diver ) that the end bee 
good, vnleſſe other two properties bee preſent, Good- 
neſſe in the worke, and Lawfullnefle in the meanes .. 
Saul had a good end when hee ſought to ſlay the G- 
beorites, the text tell's vs, it was in his zeale 10 
the (bildien of Iſracll and Indah , ncvertheleſſe ie 
brought 
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brought a famine vpen the land, and coft the lines 

his 2 ſonnes, becauſe the worte was blondy: 2. -*4 
21. The Scribes and the Phariſees, no doubt, had a 
good end in their laborious worſhip of God, but our Savi- 
our tells them, har in vaine did they worſhip him, becauſe 
they taught for dettrines, the commandements of men: Matt. 
15. 8. Itthe end be (ſufticient to excuſeanaion,then Paul 
ſinned nor in that he perſecuted the Church of God, hee 
ſhould not haue faid, Accepi miſcricordiam, I found mer. 
cy, but rather Mercedem acceps, I receiueda reward, for 
he did it with ccale ignorantly:1. Tim. 1. If ſins, as our ad- 
verſaries would haue them, may become veniall from the 
end, then we are vnjuſtly angry withthe murtherers of 
the Apoſtles, for they were not only ignorant that it was 
a ſinne, but thought alſo moreover, that they did God good 


ſervice, Toh. 16. 2. How is it then thatthisantwere flies 


with ſuch yn paſſage in the world, that when igno- 
rance and ſuperſtition raigne together, neither the igno- 
rant is ſocarefull to learne, nor the learned to teach, nor 
the taught toremember;onely becauſe if the worſt come 
ro the worſt,God will be merciful,in that things are done 
(as we lay) witha good meaning. Alas ) it had 
beene happy for the Gentiles if: any ſuch plea could haue 
ſerv'd their turnes, compare but their Hecatombe with the 
Papiſts wafers, their Coloſſuſ's and golden ftatuer with theſe 
mens woodden or ſtonie poppets, their cuttings with others 
whippings, and you will tay, that in the end they equalled, 
in many other things our-{tripped Popery, yet this begg d 
not their pardons: the eLpoſtle tells vs that the wrath of 
God was revealed from heanen againſt them, becauſe though 
God they glorsfied, yet they fay led in the maine matter, von 
vt Deum gloriſicarunt, they glorified him not as God. It is 
not therefore, we ſee, the glorious title of a profeſſion, not 
the antiquity, not the duration, notthe conſpitation of a 
multitude in doctrine, or a religious purpoſe , which is 
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warrant ſufficient for a Church to be true, ſo ages they 
firſt proue not their worſhip to bee free from i ie, 
their ceremonies from itions, their faith and do- 
Qrine not tainted with conceivings of the deitie, 
but as they ifie God in word, ſo really, ve Deum 
gloriſicant, they gloritic him as God. 

What is man if he be ſpoiled of reaſon, and ſenſes, and 
motions, ſo what is God, if hee bee ſuppoſed without his 
attributes? the Gentiles glorified him not as god, becauſe, as 
you heard, they rob d him of his ſimplicity, immenſity, 
power and providence, and what doe the Papiſts when 
they impaire his w;/edome, grace, and glorie? match 
rrackionewichehe written word, therein injuriousto the 
wiſedome of God; they mingle mans merits with the 
merits of Chriſt, therein injurious to the grace of God; 
they communicate divine worſhip to ſtocks and ſtones, 
therein injurious to the glory of God. 

Thus haue you briefely ſeene what the Apoſt/e vnder- 
ſtood, in that they glorified not God as God; what he addes, 
that they werenot t is but a part, if not the ſame in 
ſubſtance with the former, fur they glorified him not as God, 
becauſe they ſtript him, beſides other attributes, of his 
workes of creation and providence; and they were not 
thankefull, becauſe they acknowledged not theſe things to 
bee his doings and handie worke. I will not therefore 
ſtand long vpon it, it requiring rather the comment of a 

convert, then of a curious interpretet. Onely let 

mee ſay, that if ingratitude be ſo highly condemned in the 
ſonnes of nature, it is much more to bee pittied in the 
children of grace; od might ſay to all, that he gaue them a 
œʒ2AiOiD2ꝛ— ———— =etaregerona re 
ing im, me the ordinary reſpect 
of the worke to be at his command, and at the ſinke- ports 
of the body, would admit no enemie which ſhould im- 


peach the quiet of his government, hee might alleadge 
tarther 
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farther, that he made them after his oe image, hoping 
that as Simile ſimili gaudet. their joy and contentation 
ſhould be to walke with himlike Enoch, and not to goe 
like curſed ¶ une from his preſence, but never did ſuch 
arguments enter into the heart of any oratouror rhetori- 
cian, to ſtirrethe coales of gratitude and thankefulneſſe, 
as are converſant and familiar vvith the leaſt of Gods 
elect. If you pervſe the acts and monuments of our re- 
demption, that he of rich did become poore, this is more 
then of a monarch to become a beggar, it vvas in the ab- 
ſtract, of riches to become pouerty; but that hee ſo loved 
the vvorld, that hee gaue his onely begotten Sonne to die, 
and be ſubject to death, even the death of the croſſe for 
vs, vvhen vve vvere yet his enemies; here eloquence may 
eaſt in her mite, and like the poore widow, be liberal of what 
Gee hath , but admiration and fwpor muſt ſuppiy, what 
the rongne of men and eAngels cannot utter. is 
therefore no ingratitude like the pan of mento 
God, it is acomempt of hin, whoſe they cannot 
want, it is( ſaich Gregory ſuis contra Deũ donis pugnare,to 
oppugne God 2 gifts: thus are they vathanke- 
full which acknowledge not Gods grace and protection, 
they which deny themſelues to be finners, or bragge of 
merits, they to whom God hath given the meanes of 
know ing him, as he did to theſe entilet, and they abuſe it 
bx not hearkning vnto it, and living accordingly. I pray 
God it may not be imputed to vs, that in this reſpect wee 
are not thankefull. leſt wee participate of the puniſhments 
of theſe Gentiles, in becomming vaine in our imagination, 
and having our fooliſh hearts darkened and obſcured; O that 
we could be taught by preſidents, and were not ſo bloc- 
kiſh, as not to learne vnrill our one experience bee our 
maſter. We know how herctofore the Eaſterne Charches 
contended for the Empire of learning & knowledge with 
the whole world, where are now thoſe famous ſchooles 
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of Alexandria, where thoſe ſe ven renowned Churches 
of leſſer Aa, where thoſe Colledges of Montes diſperſ a 
through Egypt and Syria,where their Baſill s, Nazianzens, 
Chryſoftomes, Nyſſens, Cyrils? was not the v efull 
world he vnworthy of theſe benefits, and therefore 
were thoſe lights extinguiſhed, thoſe candleſticks remo- 
ved, and in their place nothing but darkeneſſe and contuli. 
on? Greece it ſelfe, ſometimes the flow and luxury of 
wit, now containes nothing but extreame barbariſme and 
idity: init ¶ Athens ſo glorious in times paſt for Phi- 
loſophers, is now the temple of . reſpect of 
her temporall eſtate, ſhee hath ſoſt her beauty, pared her 
large dimenſions, depoſcd her ſcepter where with ſhee o- 
ver-ruled and ſway ed all Greece; ſo in reſpect of her wiſe. 
dome, knowledge, and skill in diſciplines, one might now 
ſeeke old Athens in new Athens, and not finde it. As there- 
fore God dealt with the land of Canaas, which being 
ſometimes the mirrour of the world, for fertility and a- 
bundance of all things, now for a teſtimony of puniſhment 
to the ingratefull — he hath made it ſubject to 
many curles, and eſpecially to that of barrennes; ſo hath 
he Go to theſe nations, even plagued them with ex- 
treame wante of that knowledge , the abundance of 
which, their fathers did ſo wantõly & vathankfully abuſe. 
Now (beloued) for this which hee hath done for our 
ſoules, what exacts he againe at the hands of vs his crea- 
rures? temples, or es, or marble pallaces for his 
Majeſtic to dwell in? Why, the earth is but his foote- 
ſtoolc, and the heaven of heavens is uot able to containe 
him;or is it the bloudof balls & goates that he is delighted 
with? why, Mile ſui Siculis errant in montibus agni, 
all the beaſts of the forreſt are bus, and ſo are the ſheepe 
vpon 4 thouſand monntaines. W hat tribute therefore is it 
which hee demands at our hands, what is the coyne that 
he requires to be paid with? Why, the Pſalmiſt tells 
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vs. Offer vnto the Lord the ſacrifice of praiſe and thankeſ.. 
giving Well might we feare leſt God ſhould haue requi- 
red ſome thing without vs, ſome thing inthe houſe that 
the mothes had corrupted, ſoinething inthe garner that 
the mice or vermine had — ſome thing in the 
field that the fox or wolfe had devoured; but he ſends vs 
to our (clues, to our one ward, to the inmoſt cloſet of 
the ſoule, which none can vnlocke but God onely, ars 
tua conſcientia,faith 8. Auſtiue, thy conſcience is thine 
altar, offer thereon the ſacrifice of praiſe. Here you ſec 
how litle it is that God challengeth, and yet as litle re- 
garded, I pray God it be not one day as hard laid to the 
charge of (briftsans, as it was here to the Gentiles, that 
they werenotthankefull. And ſo I come from the parts 
of that contempt and neglect, which the Gentiles ſhewed 
in the abuſe of that knowledge which Godafforded them 
of himfelfe, in that they glorified him not as God, neither 
were thankefull; vnto tlie effects of the ſame, which were, 
as before ſhewed you, a prompritude to invent and foſter 
vaine falſchoods, and « difficulty to eredite the truth, but 
firſt of the proneneſſe they had to invent falſehoods, which 
commeth in the next place to bee treated of:but became 
dane in their imaginations. 

Bonaventure on the 2 of the Sent. is ſo confident, that 
he pronounceth it impoſſible, eſſe culpam iu aliquo, quin ad 
ipſam pana ſequatur inſeparabiliter, that there ſhould bee 
afault in any man, which puniſhment doth not follow in- 
ſeparably at the heeles. Wee perhaps would caſt about 
whence this puniſhment ſhould come; wee looke if our 


goods doe diminiſh, our ſtocke be impaired, our health 


be abated, our friends alienated ; but alas! then had this 
maxime prov'd falſe in theſe Genrsles , which had no 
cauſe to complaine of any ſuch diſaſters. But the pun:ſh- 
ment was intheir mindes, ſinne begot ſinne, errours be- 
got etrours, falſehoods begot falſchoods, and that, ſaith 

Durand, 
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Durand, either by way of a finall cauſe, as one miſconccit 
being more plauſible vnto them then another, and to 
defend ir, they invented others, in which kinde eFri- 
frotle in the firſt of bus phyſ. faith truely,that vne abſwr- 
do dato, ſequuntny mille : or elſe dy way of an efficient 
cauſe, the ane habituating and diſpoſing them, as we com- 
monly ſec it experimented in lyars, to coyne other fa- 
bles with as great facility asthe former. And thus ſtood 
the caſe with the Centiles at this time, they had no ſooner 
dcerain'd the trueth in vnrighteouſneſſe, that is, laide 
downe one falſe Maxime of examining the tructh of 
the God-head, by the fancies and inventions of men;bur 
that ſtraight (as neceſſarily as a falſe cll makes a falſe 
meaſure , or light waights crrours in trafficke ) their 
braines concciv d meteors and acric ſpeculations, and 
brought forth idle and vaine imaginations. And there- 4 
fore the Apoſtle taking his phraſe from the dealing of 
a tyrant, which detaincs bis priſoner vnjuſtly in adarke 
dungeon, not judging him according to forme of 
law , faith, that the Gentiles detain'd the trueth i « | 
de, tw wajuſtice ; for vnjuſtice it is to trie a 
man by his enemic , and the wiſedome of the fleſh is at 
enmity with God: Roms. 8. 7. it is vnjuſtice to make them 
- of ones jury, which cannot vnderſtand the cauſe in 
hand, and the natwrall man cannot vnderſtand the thing: 
that are of God: 1. Cor. 2. As therefore(faith Chris - 
ſtome vpon my text) hee which either travailes in an 
vnknowne way, or ſailes in a darke night amongſt dange- 
rout rockes , nat onely id not likely to arrine at his intea- 
ded port, but alſo for the moſt part doth muſcarry ; (© 
they which enter vpon the way to heaven, and reje- 
cting the light ncceſlary to their journey, inſtead 
thereot doe vic the darkeneſſe of their owne inventi- 
ons, ſeeke for God incorporeall in bodies, for God 
without figure in earthly figures, muſt needes ſuffer 
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ſhipwracke , and ſinke with the waues of their owne 
vaine imaginations. Neither hath the Gezri/es onely 
beene partakers of theſe inconveniences , but the Jew 
alſo hath taſted of the like ſawce, becauſe ( faith the 
Lord, Eſay 28.) the feare of this people towards mee, 
is taught by the precepts of men, there was the trueth 
detain d in injuſtice, therefore behold, I will proceede, 
or I will adde to doe d marveilous worte, and a wor- 
der : for the wiſedome of their wiſe men ſhall periſh, 
and the vnderſtands 3 > 
hidde. S. Paul in the 1. Cor. 1. points at the fulfil- 
of this propheſie, when hee askes where it the 
ſe ? where is the (cribe ? where is the diſputer of 
the world ? hath not God made fooliſh the wiſedome of 
this world? where (as a learned writer of ours in his - 
ſeellanea ſacra, hath obſerved args ot the _ 
imaginations , not of the Gemrile onely, was pu 
vp with his one reaſonings from effects to cauſes, 
from accidents to ſubſtances, when hee , where is 
the wiſe ? nor onely thoſe eccleſiaſticall D „, which 
ex the Scriptures according to the grammati- 
call ſenſe for the inſtruction of the le, when he 
addes, where is the Scribe ? but alſo in concluding 
with the 2 would ſigniſie the muſicall 
firors of the lewes ( whoſe apes our poſtillers ſeeme 
to bee) which expounded not the Scriptures after the 
ordinary way, but buſied themſelues about allegoti- 
call, tropologicall, and anagogicall ſenſes, and the places 
in Teruſalem were call'd the houſes of myſticall dif- 
putes where they taught Now how vaine were the 
imaginations of theſe Doctours, who, as Antipheron 
Orietes in Ariſtotle, thought, that every where hee 
ſaw his one ſhape and picture going before him, 
ſo did theſe in all partes of Scripture where they wal- 
ked , perſwade themſelues that they faw the image 
I 2 of 
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ot their one conceits; and what gaue occaſion to 
this vaineneſſe in them? was it not that they for- 
ſooke the pathes and ancient formes of teaching, which 
their Sammelt and Eliab's and Elifpa's had in their 
ſchooles of the Prophets children left vnto them? and 
their Rabbres being train d vp , as it appeares by 
Philo, in the phy loſophy of Pythagoras & Plato, which 
was much {ymbolicall and znigSaticall , would ſhew 
whoſe diſciples they were in the pulpit , and attire 
Sarah in the garments and weedes of 7 the bond- 
woman? I not here deny the vſe of Phyloſophy 
in divine matters, it is a footeſtoole to the pulpit, 
and as Laban when hee gauc Rachel vnto Jacob, hee 
gaue alſo Bslhah to bee her maide ; fo in this latter 
age of the world, when it pleaſed God to reſtore the 
light of his word ſo plentifully vnto vs, hee grati- 
ouſly hath adorn'd it with the ſervice and attendatice 
of phyloſophy, and humane learning: but yet we muſt 
remember, that phyloſophy is but the hand-maid, ſhe 
muſt not preſeribe lawes and rules to her miſtreſſe. 
When ſome ſought to examine the truth of the word 
by the dictates of philoſophers , and the ſpeculation of 
humane reaſon , the eApoſtle in 2* of the (ol. bid's 
them beware , leſt any man ſpoyle them, through pbilo- 
ſophy, and vaine deceit , after the tradition of men, af- 
ter the rudiments of the world, and not after Chriſt, 
By which ſaying Tertallian obſerues, that hee con- 
condemnes all hereticks, of which the phyloſophers 
were the Patriarchs, for whehce did Valent inus faine his 
formes and trinity in man, but from Plaue? Marcien the 
coeternity of matter with God, but from the Sicht hat 
God was mortall, but from the Epicures; that hee 
was of a fiery ſubſtance but from Heraclitus whence 
aroſe the impious conceits of the Artemonitet, but 
from this, as Enſebims in his fifth booke of Eecle- 
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frafticall hiſtory confeſſeth, that they more were addicted 
to Ariſtotle, I heophraſtus, and Gallen, then to the Scrip- 
teren Whence grew the errours of Origen; but from this, 
as Epiphanius witneſſeth, that hee triumphed too much in 
the diſciplines of the P hileſophers, & cõtented nor himſelfe 
with the ſimplicity of the Apoſtles? whence ſprang the he- 
reſie of the Arrians, but trom this, as Ambroſe on the 118, 
Pſalme ob ſerue it, that ———— the divine generation 
of Cbriſt, according to the grounds of Ariſtotle, and the vic 
of this worldꝰ Thus — their owne fancies and 
the ſandy toundation of humane wiſdome, before the ſure 
foundation of the Prophets and Apoſtles, they derain'd 
the truth in vnjuſtice, and became vaine in their imaginati- 
ont. The Fathers were(as Hiperius notes) for the moſt 
part Platoniſts, and I know not if ſome of them may 
not elſe· where bee fayd to reliſh of his precepts;certaine- 
ly if in any thing this age of ours may cõtend with theirs, 
or elſe out-ſtrippe it, it is there where in their com- 
mentaries in imitation of him, they drench the literalf 


ſenſe too much witheAMlegorier, as Andradins confeſſeth, 


S. Hierome, a man not too eaſily brought on to acknow- 
ledge the errours of his writings , amongſt thoſe few 
things which he doth retract, cenſuresnothing ſo ſharpe- 
ly asthe miſtake of his youth in this kind, thinking it one 
of the greateſt ſinnes of his youth, that being carried a- 
way through an inconſiderate heate in his ſtudics of 
Scripture, hee adventured to interpret eAbdias the Pro- 
pbet Allegorically, when as yet hee knew not the hiſto- 
ricall meaning. I will not deny eAltegaries,T ropologies, 
Anagogies as ſeverall applacations of one ſenſe, I will not 
deny more then one literall ſenſe, ſo that one be ſubordi- 
nate to the other; but to make all places, as the Papiſts 
would haue them, liable to as many ſenſes as wit is able to 
faigne, to draw the 4 tempo rall {word out of Peter 
{i d, or to fiſh for his vicaredge with Peter i net, this

fits not right to them, that det aiming the truth in vnrighte= 
owſneſſe they became vaine wn their imagination. Gerſon tn 
bu tract of Aſtrology tell's vs, that it was a cuſtome in the 
Vniverſity of Pars, that whoſoever was licenciated inthe 
arts , ſhould take an oath to determine bu Philoſophy pro- 
blemes atwayes agreeable to the Articler of faith, and that 
they would diſſolne the reaſons of the Philoſopher brought 
tothe contrary ; this was an excellent courſe to giue liber- 
ty to the truthof the Scriptures, whilſt the dreames of 
Philoſophers kept it not in ſubjectionʒbut hee which ſhall 
read the Sorbornes determinations in Theologie, would 
gueſſe that they had taken another oath to determine their 
ueſtions in Divinity according to the precepts of e Ari- 
Perle ePhilofophy, and to diflolue the authorities of the 
Apoſtle's brought to the contrary. And may not wee here 
ſee my text well verified , that theſe Schoole-men 
detaining the trueth in vnrighteouſneſſe, firſt in their ex- 
— the Scripture, by — — the literall ſenſe 
rom the view of the world, and diſtaſting thoſe (wit uo ſſe 


the ſu opies of Caietan) who betooke themſelues 
to eie e as knowing inwardly that their po- 


ſitions were not ſufficiently grounded, and that this kind 
of teaching opened a gappe vnto the world to diſcry 
their palpable abuſes; Secondly, in their poſitions rely- 
ing firſt, as Danes ſhewer, vpon Anſtine, afterwards as 
Popery more ſtrengthened it ſelfe, vpon Ar:ftorle , and 
laſtly vpon the Tridentine ¶ aunceil, and vncertaine tradi- 
tiont, that theſe I fay ſhouldnotelſe-where intheir vnpro- 
fitable queſtions, and more ridiculous reſolutions, bee 
ſcene, as my text fayc's, to become vaine in their imagi- 
nations ; perhaps their prayer for the dead , their pil- 
images, vowes and ceremonies , may ſeeme to come 
from a fooliſh ignorant zeale, and herein though their 
imaginations cannot ſcape the laſh of v une, yet they may 
be 
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be more pardonable. But to teach that colours may ſub- 
fiſt without a ſubject, that a man may be at the ſame 
time at home in his bed and fighting againſt the Turkes, 
that one may equivocate and diſſemble to a good end, 
that one may do evill that good may come thereof, 
that the rights of lawes and nations do lye vnder the 
Popes girdle, why this Philoſophy was never taught 
by eAriſtotle, or Plate, or (iero , but as I gueſſe, 
when Hermolans B̃ arbarus queltioned the divell for the 
meaning of weajzes, hee added ſome further inſtructions 
to be delivered the Ieſuites touching theſe matters, for 
the detending their tenents. And truly I am perſwaded, 
that it is neither the whecle of fortune, nor chaine of de- 
ſtiny,nor craft of Sathan, that hath broughe our adverſa- 
ries to beleeue ſuch ſhamefull doctrines, but it is God in 
his divine providence which hath permitted them even 
there where the light of nature is moſt apparent ſo to 
ſtumble, not onely to giue the world a caveat , thatthoſe 
which detaine the truth in vnjuſtice, ud become vaine 
and ridiculons in their i mag inat ions, but alſo that the mea- 
neſt of his elect which hee hath decreed to redeeme from 
the ſervitude of the beaſt, by ſeeing the law written in 
their hearts, to thwart and contradict theſe vaine imagi- 
nations, may grow to a diſtruſt of the reſt, and by di- 
ſtruſting ſearch, and by ſcarching finde out the true way 
which leadeth vnto life everlaſting. And thus having ſpo- 
ken of the firſt effect of this abuſe ot the Gentiles, concer- 
ning the bountifull declaration of God vnto vs by his crea- 
tures, which was a promptitude to invent vaine and ridi- 
culous ſalſchoods, they became vaine in thew imaginati- 
ons, | paſſe vnto the ſecond effect ofthe ſame , to wit, 
an indiſpoſitios to credit or aſſent to evident truths, which 
comes in the laſt place to bee diſcuſſed, and their ſooliſt 
heart was darkened. 
In darkning of the heart wee find three kindes of agents 
mentioned in holy writ, firſt God, of whom our Saviour 
Th 
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ont of Eſay tells vs, that the Iewes could not beleene becanſe 
her bad blinded their eyes, which hee effects (ſayth Auſtes ) 
non impertiendo malitiam,not by imparting or infuſing ma- 
lice, but non impertiendo miſericordiam, by not im 2 
ting mercy zor as vpon the 1 2. of John. hee hath it, 4%- 
rendo & non adjuvandoby forſaking & not helping or aſ- 
ſiſting them with his illuminating grace. Secondly, the 
divel, whom God permitteth oftentimes to blinde thoſe, 
which hee will puniſh, as when hee ſuffereth a Hing ſps- 
rit to go into the monthes of the Prophets of Ahab, to de- 
ceiue them, 1. Kings 22. Thirdly, eur ſelues, who by 
our corrupt and inordinate atfections, do caſt a vaile be- 
forcour owne eyes, that wee cannot ſee the truth often- 
times, when it is moſt palpable: this the Apoſtle ſeemes in 
— to intimate vnto vs in this whole chapter to haue 
in a maine cauſe of the Genti/es blindnes tox that ſceking 
after wiſdome as it is 1. Cor. i. and applauding themſelues 
with their humane inventions, they became leſſe prepar'd 
to yeeld attẽtiue cares vnto the truth, ſo that the preaching 
of the croſſe was fooliſhneſſe vnto the, ſcoffed at by their Phi- 
loſophers, &graced by no better atitle then bab/ng, Act. 17. 
in a word/ faith Auſten ) quod curioſitate in denerunt, der ſu- 
perbiam peraliderunt, pride loſt them that, which curioſity 
had gotten. But more particularly my text doth intimate 
it, when it diſcribes vnto vs what heart it is that is dark- 
ned, to wit, cor infipiens, ſtulth ineptient,rep/i <rvmrua foo- 
liſh heart; an heart which lodgeth in her chiefeſt roomes 
vaiue gueſts, that will brook no wiſe thoughts to enter, but 
lets wiltulneſſe at the doore to keepe the out. In a word if 
there be any prejudice, if there bee any foreſtalling, if any 
preoccupation ina minde, bent to vanities, that it becomes 
darkned, and cannot ſee the truth when it is moſt obvious 
& plaine, the Apoſtle comprehends it in this one ſay ing 
dia u afooliſh heart. It is in man, as it was in the pa- 
r.able of the vineyard, let the Lord go to a farre country, 


meane, let not his ſpirit be preſent with vs, and the ſoule 
which 
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which ſhould roote out the wilde and ſowre grapes, that 
the whole Vine- yard of our bodies may yeelde pleaſant 
fruit vnto the Lord, will ſuffer the inferidur faculties to 
mutinie and reſiſt his meſſengers, though his Sonne him- 
ſelfe come in Perſon vnto vs. This folly is not one ſingle 
individuum, nor one — ſpecies , but like the Viper, 
which in cuery letter ofthe Alphabet can ſhew ſome of 
her kinred;(o in all ſocieties, all trades, all ſubjects, this 
fooliſhnes of heart can bragge, that ſhee puts out to nurſe 
ſome or other of her yong ones to do miſchiefe, & darken 
the heart. The Pſalmiſt therefore when he would expreſſe 
how God puniſhed the ſtiffe-necked I ruelites in the de- 
ſart, ſayth not, that he ſent falſe Prophets amõgſt thẽ to ſe- 
duce thẽ, nor that he ſuffered them to be deluded by ly ing 
wonders;but be gaue them vp to their owne hearts 22 in 
this Chap. that he delinered the Centiles vnto their affectiot, to 
lignity what legri6s of deuils man carries in his heart, hat 
Lyons, & Beares, & Wolues, & vncouth beaſts within his 
breſt, what g fatuus in his braines, to ttanſport him out 
ol the — neuer ſo broad, if God sSpirit ſit not at 
the ſterne to direct the? Read the Scriptures frõ Gemeſir to 
theRevel.ſcarchcuriouſly intothe judgmẽts of God therin 
regiſtred, examin the cauſes, pervſe the inſtrumẽts, pry in- 
to the woderful wayes of the Lord fo far as he hath revca- 
led the, & tell me if tor the moſt part, errors, falſhoods, & 
hereſies haue not been tooted in ſome folly of the heart, in 
ſome corrupt & naughty affectiõ, which darkens the vn- 
derſtiding. What could be more plain tothe /ſraelits whe 
they came out of Et, thẽ that the Lord was God, & that 
he was a ſtrõg pillar of defence, in who they were to truſt? 
They ſaw the wo6ders which he did in Egypt, they ſaw the 
marvailous conduct they had through the red ſea, they faw 
the terrible deliverice of the law in moũt Sinui,H their noble 
cõqueſt ouer Pharaoh & all his hoſt their mighty victories 
over all their enemies that durſt oppoſe thẽ; why did theſe 
{o often rebell againſt him, murmure againſt * 
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Idols ? Would you that I ſhould recount either the waters 
of Meribah,orthe Qnuailes & Manna in the deſert, or the 
s of Moab? you ſhal ſee that the groũds of all theſe 
revolts were luſts of the fleſh, ſenſualitic, intemperancie, 
gluttonie, and the like, which are the vanities and fooliſh- 
neſſes of the heart · Sa/omon( you know) was a Prophet, & 
one beloued of GOD, it was much that hee ſhould runne 
a whooringafter many gods, and etre ina principle which 
he ſuck't with his nurſes milke , and had to throughly 
beenc inſtructed in, both by the writings of Meſes, the Law 
of Nature,& the ſundry apparitions of God, molt grati- 
ouſly vouchſaf d vnto — He ſpake ( ſaith theScriptures ) 
of trees from the Cedar which is in Lebanon, to the hyſſop that 
ſpringeth out of the wall; whether he red Lectures of theſe 
Plants, or elſe wrote bookes of thẽ, is lomthing doubtfull; 
but if he had but ſeene a tree, and conſidered how it hath a 
barke, and a ſtalke, and a trunke, heſides many boughes and 
branches, and an infinite number of leaues; if hee had but 
obſerued how the body hath no likeneſſe tothe leaues, nor 
the lcaues to the fruite, nor the fruit to the bloſſomes, and 
et how all theſe come from one root, and that root againe 
= a kernell; he could not thinke that all theſe could bee 
the worke of any morethen one workeman, or that Na- 
ture could direct vs hereby to ought elſe then one begin- 
ning. He ſpake alſo ( faith the ſame verſe) of beaſts and 
fowles; in them he might haue ſeene how the Bees haue 
one King, the Cranesin their flight follow one Captaine, 
evenheards in the field naturally incline to one Leader, all 
which might haue taught him, that allthings are ſubordi- 
nate, and moderated not by many, but by one Governour. 
Beſides, he was more wiſe then either was the Chaldees or 
A ian, and therefore we can preſume him to be igno- 
rant of none of their Arts and Diſciplines; and did not 
their e-frithmerscke teach him, that numbers do proceede 
from vnities; their Geometrie, that magnitudes doe — 
rom 
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from indiviſible points; why the Perfpeltizerdrawes all 
lines to one center? Yhheloſoplue, all cauſes to one firſt cauſe? 
eAſtronomie,all motions to one firſt Mouer ? fo that there 
was nothing in all his learning from w hence he might not 
haue of all things there is but one Maker, and 
ſo conſequently, for all things we are to worſhip and giue 
divine honour but to one God. Yet loe this Salomon, this 
. ſtarre, ſets in the Welt, & is houſ d in one 
of darke and ſmoakie degrees, mentioned by Aſtro- 
nomer:;luſt and loue of his wiues poſſeſſe his fantaſie, and 
then whatſoeuer good object would it ſelfe to his 
vnderſtanding, it is by the interpoſition of theſe earthly 
vanities, theſe fooliſhneſſes of heart darkened: It might be 
wiſely ſaid of him, as S. «ſti» once ſpake of the Wiſe- 
men of his dayes: O Lord, with the vnderſtauding which 
t hon giueſt unto men, they number the ftarres of the firma- 
ment, and the ſand: of the ſea; they meaſure the heavens with 
their inſtruments and foretell the Eclipſes of the June and 
Moone many ages before-hand ; they can ſay , that ſuch « 


yeare, e ſuch a mont h, O ſuch a day of the month, & ſuch x 


houre of the day there ſhalt be an Eclipſe , and it falt out a- 
cordingly ; and they are lifred vp, and greatly extolled 
which know theſe things ; notwithſtanding per impiam ſu- 
perbiam recedentes ac deficientes a lumine tus, tamò ante ſolts 
defe um in futurum prevident, & is preſentia ſuum non vi- 
dent; through impious pride, cheir fooliſh hearts depar- 
ting away from thy light, ſo long before they can fore- 
ſee the darkening of the ſunne which is to come, and can- 
not ſee their one darkenes which is preſent. Let me lead 
you from the Olde Teſtament into the New , there ſup- 
— the Seriber and Phariſees ſitting in Moſes Chaire, and 
canning the geſtures, and wordes, and workes of our ga- 
viowr;why did they not know him to be the Meſias?they 
heard John Baptiſt giue plaine teſtimonie of him, the ſame 
Chriſt fulfilled 1; — all that was ſpoken by the Pro- 
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phets; why could not they ſee that hee was the Saviour of 
the world? hee made the blinde to ſee, the deafe to heare, 
the dumbe to ſpeake, the lame to gocʒhe made the ſick and 
diſeaſed whole, hee raiſed vp the dead, hee told them even 
their thoughts & cogitations : how were their hearts ſo 
darkened; that they could not know him? S. Pasl informes 
vs, that their fooliſb hearts were poſſeſt with pride, & that ſce- 
king to eſtabliſh their owne righteowſnes, (5 to bee juſtified by 
the workes of the Lam, they ſtumbled at that tumbling tone: 
Rom: 9.32: if any therctore aske or demaund , j it 
comes to paſſe that ſo many ſee not the truth of theGoſpel, 
if it beſo plaine as we make itʒw hence it is, that theScrip- 
tures which, we ſay, are ſo eaſie in all matters of Salvation, 
be not yet vnderſtood, either by the wile Salomonz,or the 
learned Scribes and Phariſees ot the Romane( bureb; I muſt 
anſwere with the Apoſtle in my text, quod obſcurum & ob- 
renebratum eſt corum cor inſipiens 3 becauſe their fooliſh 
heart, their heart taken vp with fooliſh & earthly imagi- 
nations is obſcured & — The Apocalyps indeſcri- 
bing the whore of Baby/on , notes two branches of this 
fooliſhnefle in her; ride in challenging adoration,and cove- 
touſueſſi in venting her Merchandices, which goe beyond 
all Markets that I know, but the divels, even to the ſoules 
of men. Ca. 19. & are not our adverſaries carefull & di- 
ligent to fulfill the Scriptures ? whither tend all their do- 
ctrines and teachings,as ſome well note, but either to en- 
rich her treaſures?as indulgence ,pilgrimages, and diſpenſa- 
tions; Or augment her power and authority ꝰas ie norance ot 
Ly- people, multiplicitie of Fryerves, neceſſity of confeſſion 
and abſolution: ot to conſerve that which hath becn alrca- 
dy gotren? as ſingle life of Prieſts, exempiion of the ¶ lear gie 
from ſecular Magiſtrates, the prebemmences of the Pope a- 
boue Princes, Conncels, and Scripture ut ſelſe? See the 
witch-cratts wherewith ſhee 1s bewitched , the Cuppes 
wherwith ihe is drunken, the miſts wherwith her fooliſh 
: heart 
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heart is darkned and obſcured. Can our adverſaries object 
truly to vs any ſuch follics of the heart, which do ſhutour 
eyes, that wee are not able to diſcerne the acuteneſſe of 
their eAchiflean arguments? yes, ſome of them haue ſaid, 
it is a dete of Soveraigntie in Princes, & of licentiouſnes 
in all, that caſts the vaile before out hearts, and makes the 
fooliſh in things pertaining to his Holines. Why then be- 
like theſe cauſe vs that wee doe not allow of Friers and 
Alone though in the fourth of Gen: it be (aid, as Belar. 
vrgethit, then began men to call pon the name of the Lord: 
for theſe it is that we doe yeclde vnto the ſacrifice of the 
Maſle, though Salomon in the g of the Pronerbes, as Bei- 
lar. quotes him,faith moſt plainly, that vi dome hath built 
her an houſe, ſlaine her victnalt, and drawne her wine. Theſe 
make vs that we will not kill and devoure thoſe creatures 
the Kings and Princes,which performe not what the Pope 
enjoynes and commands, though Baronine moſt ſubtilly 
hath concluded it from the voyce to Peter, il and eare;hence 
itis that wee require more + wk an implicite faith in the 
Laytie: though the Aſaſter of rhe Sent: and Bel. alleadge 
it, in the t. of Job it is printed in faire Letters and good 
Characters, that the Oxen were plowmg, and the Aſſes ſee- 
ding beſides them. If therefore oliſhneſſe do darken our 
hearts, that we cannot fee ſo farre as the Lynxes of the Ro- 
man Church, I mult ſay with S. Paul, tha it is the fooliſbnes 
of God which ts wiſer then men, and the weakeneſſe of God 
which ii ſtronger then men. But what marvaile if others, 
whoſe hearts are the Cabinets of vanity and folly, are pur- 
blinde in the way of truth, when as wee our ſelues are ſo 
led often · times by them in caſie matters, that we become 
beetle - ey d, & ſee little or nothing? why do we not ſee the 
ſhorrnes ot our life, but thus liue in the world, as though 
we ſhould liue euer? why doe wee not ſee the vanities of 
carthl; things, but embrace them as though they had ſome 
ſubſtancc in them ? Why doe wee not ſee our owne 
K 3 imper- 
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ions and follies, but contemne our brethren, as 
though our ſelues were ſome demi-gods vpon earth. O 
beloucd! if wee liſt to marvaile at the darkene ſſe of others 
hearts, we cannot well marvaile at any thing ſo much as at 
our owne darknes, that cannot ſee our ſclues, Let vs looke 
at the laſt, into the Cloſet of our one ſoules, and if wee 
finde the roome then darkened, that in ſecing wee ſee nor, 
and the Word is a ſealed booke vnto vs; then wee muſt 
know,that it is ſome fooliſhneſſe in the heart which is the 
cauſe of that blockiſh dulnefſe which is come vpon vs, 
anger hath troubled our affections, pleaſure hath ſtolne a- 
way our attention, profit hathcorrupred our judgements; 
then muſt wereturne vnto the Lord with prayer, that by 
$/orifying God as God, and being thankefull,wee may haue 
our vaine imaginations removed, the fooliſhneſſe of our 
hearts expurged, and our darke vnderſtandings enlighte- 
ned, through Ieſus Chriſt our Lord: To whom with the 

Father andthe Holy Ghoſt,one God, and three per- 
ſons,be — all praiſe, honour, and glory, 
might, majeſtie, and dominion, from 
this time forth for evermore.

Thinke ( ſayth this bleſſed Apoſtle, 1. Cor.

KF | eLngelr,and to men. Ifany of the Apoſtles 
. could receiue this teſtimony, as indeede 
there was not any of them which liuely expreſt it not in 
the whole courſe of his life, witneſſing & Jahn baniſh- 
ment, Peters s impriſonment, James his beheading ; yet 
much more was it true of S. Paui were they perſecuted ? 
ſo was hee: were they afflited ? fo was hee; in labour 
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more abundant yin ftripes abone meaſure in priſons more plen- 
teouſiy, in deaths often, 2.(or.11. Nothing ſerm d wan- 
ting to this valiant Souldier of Chriſt , but the time of 
his offering; and loc, an eAgabws is heere preſent to 
fore - tell him, that that likewiſe drew neere and was 
at hand. What would you I ſhould propoſe vnto you, a 
man wreſtling with his enemies abroad, or with his friẽds 
at home; with his owne afflictions, or the Churcheꝰ's ne- 
ceſſitie s? all ſeeme to dehort our bleſſed Apoſtle from his 
combare; yet he which deſired to bee diſſolv d for Chriſt, 
ſpeak's roughly Pharaoh-like, as a ſon of thunder to him- 
elfe, Vinciatur Paulus mods liber diſcurrat Evangelu ſer- 
mo, immò occidatur Paulus modo vivat apud omnes,vigeat 
loria nominis Je ſu: Let Paul be bound, ſo that the Goſpell 
— its free ge; yea, let Pan bee put to death, fo that 
the glory of the Name of Chriſt do liue & flouriſh amõgſt 
all men: pericula non reſpicit,coronas reſpicit; plagas non hor- 
ret ſed premia numerat,faith Cyprian: he reſpect's not the 
danger, but the crowne; he feares not the ſtrokes, but con- 
ceives the rewards. Come therefore afflictions, come tor- 
ments, come bonds, come death, hec's ready , not to bee 
bound onely, but to dye at Ieraſalem for the Name of the 
Lord Icſus. 

The ſummeis a proteſtation or declarationof S. Paul's 
zeale, conſtancy, and forwardncſſe in the maintaining 
and defending Chriſt's cauſe: Whercin obſerue with me 
(Ibeſcech you) theſe three parts, 

I. Affection perſone, the affeRion and diſpo- 
ſition of the Perſon. I am ready. 
2. Gravitatem rei, the greatneſſe of the thing 
VIZ: 4 which he was to vnder- goc, vot ro be bound only but 
alſo to dye at Jeruſalem.

Non deber homo orra- 
fronem dare alters injuſtt agendi, ſed fl alius injaſti egerir 
ipſe moderat tolerare debet: A man ought not to giue an 
occaſion toa Tyrant to do ill, but if a Tyrant ſhould do ill, 
he ought moderately to beare it. Raiſe not warres thy 
ſelfe ( ſayth Kufen. for this is not a prt ofa ſouldiet 
but of a ſeditious perſon, but if the trumpet of piety ſhaſl 
ſummon thee, march then on without lingering, con- 
temne thy life, enter the liſts with alacrity , breake the 
rankes with thine adverſary, and retraite not till the victo- 
— thine owne. Origen in his 31. hem. on ꝙ Jeb giues 
the reaſon why wee may nor Fus any occaſion to others 
to perſecute vs, Not onely (fayth hee) becauſethe event 
of fo great a temptation is vncertaine, but alſo leſt wee 
bee a cauſe that others by ſhedding our bloud become 
greater ſinners then otherwiſe they would be. The words 
are not therefore to be — — vnderſtood, but Hy- 
pothetically, if a juſt occaſion be offered, not abſolwre a 
tolutely{ ſay the Sc hoole - men) but ſecundum preperatio- 
nem animi, one muſt haue his minde prepar'd for't ; all 
beating vpon this concluſion: That 4 good Chriſtian ſhould 
alwayes bee ready and prepar'd in minde manſully, to vnder- 
goe ſuch croſſes and affiiftions as it ſhall pleaſe God to object 

* Unto. 

In proſperity(fayth ¶ Vryſoſtome Jexpett adverſity, in a 
imd ce ofa — 1 health of ſickneſſe, in plenty 
of want. There is not one minute left vs wherein we may 
ſo glut our ſelues with the enjoying ot a preſent good, as 
that wee are not likewiſe, to prepare and fit our _ to 
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ſuſtaine a future ill. There is therefore a or a», to 
day, or now, in all the mandates almoſt of the King of hea- 
ven. So our Saviours Match, Marte 13.37. the Miſe- man: 
Conſider, Eccleſ. 7. 14. & Pauls armour, Ephbeſ. 6. 13. 
containe no other thing. then what the ſame Apoſtle ſo 
much beates vpon, Phil. 4. 11. I haue learned in whatſoever 
ſtate I am therewith to be content; I hnow how ta he abaſed, 
and / know how to abound, every-where and in all things I 
am inſtructed both to be full and to be hungry, both to abound 


and to ſuffer need. Allbackwardneſle is ſliding backe, and 


delayes are denialls, when our Saviour ſayth vntous, Take 
vp thy croſſe and follow mee. Wee mult therefore bee like 
valiant ſouldiers alwayes inarmes, ſober,watchfull, ever 
expecting the enemy. Wee mult bee prepared ( in 
Chriſts Scoole) to anſwere ad vnguem all the divels ſo- 
phiſtry,to refute the objections of the world with the an- 
ſweres of the ſpirit, the motions of our appetites with 
Gods commandements, and to oppoſe Satans Hoc dabo, 
This will I giue thee, with Chriſt's Scriptum eff, [tis writ- 
ten. It was Nabal s curſe to be ſtrucken at his teaſt, and the 
rich- mans doome to haue his ſoule taken away when it 
was poſſeſt with worldly projects. Farre bee it thoſe 
which account this world but as an Inne where they may 
non abide, & this life but the high way to a better eſtate, to 
be taken at ſo vnawares and to bee affaulted ſo vnprovi- 
ded. As we know not when the bridegrome will paſſe by, 
nor when the maſter will come: ſo know we not when he 
will ſet vs to our taske nor how ſoone hee will put vs to 
our triall. 

Bur I will ſtand no longer for the proofe of a point fo 
evident, I will now come to apply it to our ſelues. Theſe 
things are written for our inſtruction, to admoniſh vs to 
beware how wee ſtand vnprovided to vnder-goe the 
croſſes of this world. It is ſtrange to obſerue our unpro- 
vidence herein, how cunningly wee can couzen our ſclues 
and 
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wonderfull Fuites of it, and the manifold — 


e, that by 
and ſub- 
deceived 


the more def] 
our life, to the dangers that may befall vs, to the 


feds that may withdraw vs,to the calamities that may 


at any timedeje vs, ſo that if once hee ſpie vs but tolye 
open, he doubteth not but to ſubdue vs vnder him. Now 
ſhall we ſee this net and be yer intangled know the guile 
of this old wreathing ſerpent, and yet never indeavour to 

tit? Moſt comonly there is no man hath fo litle care 
of himſelſe but that he hath deſire to prevent theſe incon- 
veniences,and to prepare himſelfe more ſeriouſly to reſiſt 
the temptations of the world, and when hee heareth the 
commendations of the Saints of God, their reſolution in 

ing Chriſt's cauſe, & mantulneſse in ſuſtaining ſuch 
afflictions as befell them, hee wiſheth in his heart that hee 
alſo were ſuch an one, and groaneth oftentimes in conſci- 
ence that he neyet hath indeavour d fo to bee. But alas 
my Chriſtian —— at this inſtan — 
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ttt this courſe ſhould nor bee taken, what inconvenience 
avould follow it, if preſently this were practiſed which for 


ever ſhould do vs good? Thou ſbould'it prevent the evill 
day which ſuddainely may overtake thee, thou ſhould ſt 
haue thy lampe ready whenſoever the bridegroome paſ- 
ſeth by thee, thou ſhould*{t be in thy cõplcat «rmour whe 
the enemy ſhall aſſaile t hee. In being de fectiue herein thou 
committeſt that which in matters of leſſe moment thou 
would ſt be loath to commit. Wee would eſtceme him an 
vawiſe marriner which will venter to ſca in acalme, and 
not haue his ſhippe able to brooke a tempeſt;aud him to 
be an vnconſiderate ſtates-man, which in peace thinkes it 
ncedleſſe to provide munition for time of warre: the pyſ- 
mire may be our teacher herein, which(as Salomon ſay th) 
prepareth her meate in (wmmer and gat hereth her food in har- 
veſt;Now ſhall theſe vnteaſonable creatures & brute beaſts 
bee more provident then man,the lord aad ruler of them? 
ſhall the children of this world be more wile in their ge- 
nerations, then the childrenot the ſpirit in theirs? wee are 
not tothinke that tempeſts,or winters, or warres are nigh 
at hand or approaching onely but wee are to conceiue our 
ſelues to be alwaies in the field, ever in battaile, cõtinually 
in a ſtormeʒour whole life, faith Paul, is a varreſareʒ c it is 
nothing clic, ſaith Auguſtine, but a continual rempration. 
I confeile it is no ſmall taske fufhciently to refolue ones 
ſelfe herein: the Fathers meditations on this ſubject 
are not books bur — Ln, ny. 7 it the beſt 
diſcourſe to be alwaies talking ot hell, & & Hierome ſayth 
this voice of Chriſts continually ſounded in his cares, 
awoke him, Suręite mortui, deute ad jadicium, Ariſe you 
dead & come to judgment. I cannot tell whar others may 
cõceiue, Hut ——— 2 meditation — be ſuffici- 
ent to touſe the drouſeſt ſpirit amongſt v to provoke 
him to a ſerious reſolution to ſuffer vader Chriſts banner. 
Hath God made mee and created mee, and ſhall I for feare 


or 
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or favour baſely ſubject m ſelfe to be anothers creature? 
hath hee ſacriſiced his onely ſonne to redeeme mee, and 
ſhall I thinke it much to mortiſie the deſires of my fleſh 


to pleaſe him ? O God thy mercyes towards man haue 


beene innumerable ! the ſtarres ot the firmament , and the 
ſands of the ſea are but as an handfull to what thou haſt 
TD Er quid retribuemus Domine? What 
ſhall wee giue vnto thee, o Lord, for all the benefits thou 
haſt done vnto vs? Thou deſireſt no [acrifice,elſe would we 
gine it thee, thow delighteſt nor in burnt offerings: mille tw 
Siculis errant in montibus 4g m, for all the beaſts of the for- 
reſt are thine, and ſo are the cattell vpon a thouſand bill: 
behold therefore thy ſervants & the worke of thy hands, 
doe with vs evenas it ſhall ſeeme beſt in thy ſight, loe wee 
are all thy creatures. Nou ſce ( beloved) the vſe of this 
one word Ready, t we haue time enough to ſtrug- 
gle with the croſſes ot this world, and ability to vie that 
time, and deſire to vie that ability, and grace to proſper 
that deſire ;yer it were fooliſhnes to of the practiſe 


thereof vntill ſuch time as the dayes of temptation ſhall 


come vs, when Satan will bee at the ſtrongeſt and 
wee at the weakeſt: though there bee twelue hoares in 
the day to walke in, and it bee neuer too late (as the ſay- 
ing is) to bee good; yet wee ſhould hold it indiſcretion, 
not to ſhut the doore till the theefe bee centred; and folly, 
not to put the head · peece on, till the blow be given. My 
counſell therefore ſhall bee that which $* Paul giues to 
the Epheſt c. G. Put on the whole amour of God, that you 

be able to hand _— wiles of the devil, and 
withſtand in the evill day: fand rherefore, mg your 
loynes girt about with truth, and having on the breaſt-plate 
— 2 ſſe. B 
of Galle ef prace —— ield of 
faith, whereby yee ſhall bee able ro quench. all the fierie 
darts of the wicked, andtake * of ſalvation, — 
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and the ſword of the ſpirit which is the word of God, 
that you may not onely vanquiſh the allurements of the 
, but alſothe threatnings of Antichriſt, not only the 
— hee — may noe diinny you, 
the adv ithour, may not di ou, 
death not terrific you, but that in all juſt — 
may bee ready and prepared for the name of Chriſt, ar te 
be bound onely, but to die alſo : which is the ſecond part 
of my text and commeth next to bee handled, 7 aw 
ready not to be bound onely, but alſo to die, Ec. 

Wee ſee in the Apoſtle & Paal a notable example of 
obedience: hee ſhutteth his eyes to all things elſe, and on- 
ly openeth them to Gods word: hee maketh a way to 
— God through all lets, all — impoſſibilities, and 
being in this way, hee trampleth him his owne na- 
ture, and beatetha path for Gods word out of his owne 
heart: finally, he regardeth not what men ſay, nor what 
_—_ t _ ſay, —— received = man- 

reſolues for his journey, ſuffering Gods wiſedome 
torcaſon for him, and Gods omnipotent power and pro- 
vidence to worke for him. For Pax! was now ſuch a 
man as might haue hoped for reſt in his fleſh, hee might 
haue ſaid, Lord I haue ſerv d thee theſe many yeares in 
ſufficient trialls of my loue and obedience, in perills of 
veaters, in perills of robbers, in ſtripes, n ſhipwracke,in 
hunger and thirſt,in cold and nakedneſſe, now I am old, 
glue mee now immunity, let mee be no longer preſt. A- 
gaine he had acceſſe to God and familiarity, he knew God 
was pittifull, and mercifull, and eaſie to be entreated, and 
yet he never ſpake one word for himſelfe, or his owne re- 
leaſement: Hee complained not of his greife, he deſired 
—_— the burden leſned, — had the feete 

an hinde, runnes many a tedious dayes journey by wa 

of the commandement, till at length hee arrived at Hierw. 
alem. Freedome and liberty are more worth then gold, 
as 
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2 , but hie for rhinne, and all that a max 
Hl give for his life, Tob. 2. the (aſualift: there- 
fore ina matter of life and death, forbid to iſter an 
oath to any in his own cauſe: wherfore if any thing might 
plead exemptionſrom Gods edicts, then might this caſe 
of bonds and death , and if any man, then 

might g Paul more then any other in this caſe: the ſtate 
of the Churches, whereof ſome were not ſo ſufficiently 
confirmed, others, with wolues which crept in ſt 
them, not a litle diſtracted, did ſeeme to require it, but he 
ſo reſolutely vndergoing that which God commanded 
him, 1 himlelſe to whatſoever God, in the 
defence of his owne name ſhould impoſe on him, may 
not vnfitly direct vs to this concluſion: That neither 
bonds, nor death, mor any reſpett whatſoever, can bee of ſuch 


force or power, 4s to priviledge the leaſt backewardneſſe, or 


ſtarting backs in defending of Coda cauſe. 

Hee that loveth father or mother more then me( (ith our 
Saviour) « not worthy of mee; and bee that loveth ſonne or 
daughter more then mee, is not worthy of mee; feare not them 
therefore ( ſaith he that kill the body, but are not able to 
kill the ſoule, Luk. 12. 5. In regard whereof God hath 
ever emboldened ſome valiant ters or others, and 
propoſ d them to the Church for the reſt to imitate. A- 
mongſt his Prophets, one hath his forehead asan ada- 
mant, harder then a flint, not to be diſmayed at mens 
lookes, howloever they bee hard hearted and rebellious, 
Exech. 3. 8. another is a fenſed braſen wall, not to bee 

evail'd againſt, /erem.. 15. 20. and hence the re- 

olution of Gods ſervants, not to ſhrinke backe or yeelda 

foote, when Gods honour lay at the ſtake, or his Churches 
preſervation was any way intereſted. So Hanes is bold 
with «Aſa, though the priſon follow it, Thea haſt dene 
fooliſhly, 2. Chron. 16. The three children with Nabuchad- 
vc threatning the fiery furnace, Wee are not carefull 
70 
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to anſwere thee in this matter, Dan. 3. John with Herod, 
though his head pay for it, It « not lawful for thee to haze 
thy Beckers wife , Matt. 14. and Perer with the Coun- 
cell breathing threatnings and ſlaughter , At. 5. Wee 
ought to obey God rather then man. In this life the Church 
hath neede of more then a lions heart, for ſhee ſhall ever 
finde enemies to reſiſt, afflictions to wraſtle with, teares 
to wipe, beaſts to fight with, calamities to ſubdue. In 
Egypt, it had Pharaoh's to oppreſſe it, in Indah and Iſraci 
Manaſſehs, and Ababs to vexe it; in captivitie, Hamans 
to deſtroy it; and at returne, Tatnass and Sanballats to 
diſcourage it. To ſay the truth, it is ſo appointed from 
the foundation of the world, that righteouſneſſe here 
ſhould ſuffer in ſecular conflicts; for ſo juſt Abel was 
Nine in the beginning, and before any example ( faith 
("ry ſoftom)firlt of all dedicated to martyrdome: him fol- 
lowed an Holocauſt, and whole Hecatombs of Prophets, 
of whom as the authour to the Hebrewes tells vs; Some 
were tertur d, others mock't and impriſon'd, ſome ſtoned 
and ſawen aſunder, others ſlagne with the ſword, or wan« 
dred about in ſpeep-thins and — 2 being deſtitute, 
afflited, tormented, & whom the world was not worthy, they 

wandred i deſerts, and in monntaines, and in dennet, aud 
caues of the earth. To mee therefore (faitha religious 

divine) the caues, and priſons, and wilderneſſes are moſt 

welcomezfor there it was either that theprophets taught, 

or the Apoſtles preach't, or the Evangeliſts teſtified the 
truth of Chriſt. But ſuch hath ever the loue of 
God in protecting of his Church, that whereas all other 
things by vexation and oppreſſion, doe wane and decay; 
hs Church like the moone , when the Sunne of righte. 
buſnes ſeemes tobee in oppoſition againſt her, giues ever 
moſt light, and is at the fulleſt. It is vſuall with the Fa. 
thers to compare the Church to the arke, becauſe as 
none were ſaved from the deluge but ſuch as were in 
the 
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fliction doe increaſe, the more it is elevated and lifted v 

towards heaven. Hence were drawne thoſe excellent al- 
legories of ancient fathers; Gods people ( faith Iuſtia 
Martyr ) are a vine planted by our Saviour, if you prune 
or cut it, the branches will ſproute the better. The bloud 
of Chriſtians is like ſeede, ( ſaith Tertallian)the more they 
are mowed and cut 'downe, the thicker they will grow. 
The Church ( faith Leo) is Gods field, the cares of corne 
are his fervants, the more graines fall to the ground,the 
more cares doe multiply and riſe vp. As plants ſeated 
by rivers of waters, ſo is the Church oppugned by her ad- 
ver lat ies, ( faith Chryſeſtome) no ſo flouriſheth 
being moiſtned by the ſtreames of running waters, as 
the Church when it is watered with the bloud of Mar- 
tyrs. Howſoever therefore wee eſteeme of afflitions 
ind perſecutions, and pray to be deliuered from them; 
yet did wee but throughly examine their ends and ſingu- 
lar vſes, wee would freely confeſſe with the Wiſe man, 
Eecleſ. 7. It is better to goe to the houſe of monyning, then 
ro goe to the houſe of feafting: And indeede the ends of 
theſe chaſtiſings, propoled inthe Scripture,are manifold; 
the exerciſing er of the faithtull, the waking of 
the drowzie, the teſtifying of the truth, &c. whereby the 
weake are confirmed, the ſluggiſh row!('d, and Gods 
power in mans weakenes the more manifeſted. To theſe 
S* eAuguſtine in his 78 Ferm. de Tempore, prettily al- 
ludes x 4 ſtory of Eſas and Jacob, both ſtruggling toge- 
ther in Rebecrah t wombe : for when Rebeccah went to 
enquire ot the Lord concerning their ſtrugglings, the 
Lord ſaid vnto her, Gen. 25. Two nations are in thy wombe, 
und two manuer of people ſhall bee ſeparated from thy 
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bowels, 
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bowells, and the one people ſhall bee ſtronger then the other, 


{ 
and the elder ſpall ſerne the younger. & eAnuſtin askes. 
how this was fulfill'd, for wee never read at any time \ 
that the elder, did ſcrue or performe obedience to the l 


younger. Hee anſwers therefore, the elder ſhall ſerue the 
younger, as wicked men doe ſcrue the godly vos obſequen= 
de, ſed perſequendo, not by obeying, but by perſecuting, 
as the hammer ſerues the mettall, as the mill ſerues the 
wheatc, aud as the furnace the gold when it tries it. It 
is a memorable ſaying therefore of Ignatizs , when hee 
was to be caſt to Lions to be devoured of them, I am the 
wheate and graine of Chriſt, I ſhall be ground with the 
tecth of wilde beaſts, that I may bee found pure bread, 
You ſee (beloved) how perſecutions and fiery trialls doe 
alwayes attend the Church whilſt it wanders in this de- 
ſert of ſinne, ſo that fo farre I am from aſſenting any 
thing to Bellarmine, who makes his 15 note of the true 
Church to bee falicites remporalu , temporall felicity; 
that rather with our owne divincs I take cruces, the 
croſſes of this world; though they are not a note, to bee 
a condition of the Church militant. Seeing therefore that 
ſufferings are neceſſary, it is a Chriſtian vertue by a mag- 
nanimous 5 — to make them voluntary: we muſt not 
revolt with Demas, nor follow afarre off with timorous m 
Peter, nor diſſemble our profeſſion by Icſuiticall equi- tc 
vocation , but reſt ſtedfaſt in the faith, knowing that if b 
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wee ſuffer with Chriſt, wee ſhall alſo raigne with him, a1 
if wee forſake houſes, or brethren, or filters, or father, 2 
or mother, or wife, or children, or lands for his names te 
fake; wee ſhall be recompenſed in this lite with peace of C( 
conſcience, and in the other with felicity. u 

But ( beloved) the voyce of more then a trumpet is ne- ſi 
ceſſary in theſe daſtardly times of ours, wherein men are ra 
as farre from the zealc of thoſe godly Saints, as they arc ir 
degencrated from their vertuous manners. Every one in y 

the 
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the defence of his owne cauſe will bee enough, we ; 


want go courage to ſtoute and braue it in of our 
wicked liucsand lewd manners, a maii1s not afraid to cha- 
| his brother into the field, & ſeeke to ſhed his bloud 
with hazard of his owne life, though he fight againſt 
God and the juſt lawes arm'd with vengeance; but in 
Chriſts cauſe, hee will be more faint-hearted then Peter, 
who denied his maſter at the voyce of a ſilly chamber- 
maide;or at leſt-wiſe rather then hee will looſe a friend, 
will not ſticke to diſpeaſe God. But alas/ſelfe will'd and 
inconſiderate man, little doeſt thou marke the ſtepps thou 
treadeſt, or the downe-fall of that way wherein thou po- 
ſteſt; ſhall Chriſt —__. to be thy maſter, when t 


art aſham'd openly to be his ſervant? ſhall he recciue thee 


. WhichrejcReſt him? or ſuppoſe, thou wilt _ eſteem 


his robes of glory, which voluntarily doeſt here put on 
the devils hvery? No, no (beloved) he hath taught vs o- 
therwiſe: Hee that confeſſeth not me (ſaith he) before men, 
um will I deny before my Father which is in heaven: Hee 
ther loveth father or mother, or ſonne or daughter more then 
mee, is not worthy of mee. Wee are vnworthy indeede to 
be his ſouldiers, it wee will not take vp our croſſe & fol- 
low him. Alas what thing of moment can there be which 
may yeeld a coloured pretence to ſhake off our allegeance 
to ſo good a maſter? Sha perſecution, or anguiſh, or tri- 
bulation, or famine, or nake dues, or perill, or ſword? why, un 
all theſe wee are more then conquerours through him that 
loved vs. Sufferings and bonds are not things exccrable 
to Chriſtians ; for a Chriſtian mans breaſt, whoſe hope 
conſiſts wholly in the tree, dreadeth neither bat nor club; 
woundes and ſcarres of the _ bee ornaments to him, 
ſuch as — ſhame nor diſnoneſty to the party, but 
rather preterre and free him with the Lord. Though 


in dungeons there bee no beds for his body to reſt on, 
yet hath bee reſt in Chriſt, and though his weary bones 
M 2 lye 
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lye vpon the cold ground, yet hee thinkes it no paine 
Ge him to lye with his Saviour. Ones ftete may be fet- 
ter d with bonds and chaines, but happily is hee bound 
of men, whom the Lord Ckriit doth loote; happily doth 
he lye tyed inthe ſtockes, whoſe feete are thereby ſwifter 
to runne to heaven. Neither can any man tye a Chri- 
Kian ſo faſt, but that hee runneth ſo much the faſter for 
his garland of life; ſay one hath no garment to ſaue him 
from cold, yet he that putteth on Chriſtis ſufficiently 
coated; ſay bread doe lacke to your hungry bodyes, but 
man liveth not by bread onely, but by every word 
proceeding from the mouth of God. W hat if we ſhorten 
our dayes of miſery, doe wenot the ſooner make our 
entrance into better of glory? What if wee ſuffer tor- 
ments of body? but oh let vs more feare, leaſt wee 
for ever looſe the joyes of the ſoule! But ſome (perhaps ) 
will thinke it impertinent to vrge this hard and vnſavo- 
ry preceptat ſuch acalme of the Church, wherein every 
man cates of his owne vineyard, who gathers quictly the 
fruite himſelfe, which hee himſelfe hat — vr arc 
now no perſecutions ( men will ſay ) no bonds nor death 
threatned for Chriſts name,(and God graunt theſe words 
may never more be heard in this our Iſracl, God grant it I 
fay,) but in the meane time, ſhall we be ſo ſenceleſſe as to 
thinke that Chriſts name is now baniſhed this Iland, 
and that it ſurceaſ d with the bloud of Martyrs ? No, 
it is converſant amongſt vs, and ſummons her cham- 
pions as reſolutely to defend it as ever it did : but 
where is it ? why, 'tis every where; that poore man 
oppreſſed, is Chriſts cauſe; that ſicke brother, that wretch, 
that Lezarxs, that naked body, that widow, that orphane 
childe; heare what our Saviour ſaich, Marr. 25. What 
you haue done wnto one of the leaft of theſe my bre- 
thren , you haue done it vnto mee. And doe you aske 
yet where is Chriſts cauſe? why, tis in the midſt of you; 

arc 
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it is; are any of your ſervants diſſorderly or negligent? 
there it {s;areany of your children diſobedient or diſſo- 
lute? why, there it is. Say not as the wicked do, it is in the 
wilderneſſc,it is inthe deſert, it is in Spaine, it is in Rome; 
no, but examine your owne hearts, & if you find there 
written the Gud of the world, then be bold to ſay, ſo here 
is Chriſt's cauſe, here I muſt fight valiantly to deſtroy the 
kingdome of Satan and to vanquiſh Chriſt's enemy. No 
ſacke of a citty is ſo lamentable as when the divell entreth 
intoa ſoule, aud when hee cryes downe with an heart and 
ſinkes the whole man into ruine and perdition. Come on 
therefore deere Chriſtians, you which ſtand for Chriſt's 
name haue a ſtrong cauſe, why haue you faint hearts? 
confeſſe that there be Cananitet which muſt bee expulſed 
before we can obtaine the land of promiſſe, and Sehon and 
Ogg?, gyants of monſtrous ſtature to appale & affright 
vs, dut dothnot the matter ſtand juſt ſo with the affaires 
of this worldꝰ Can one obtain any ling heream men 
but he mult get it by violence? ſeeke we thẽ with the ſame 
violence the things in heaven, with which wickedmen do 
teeke the things of this world. Here wee can get nothing 
without labour, watching, trouble, venture, gbtʒ do but 
the ſame, and ſee heaven is offered! how much difference in 
the ends, and ſee the meanes are both one. And ſol paſſe 4 


gravitate rei, from the greatneſſe of the thing which the 


Apoſtle was ready to vndergo, ad. Qualitat cauſd, the na» 
ture of the cauſe, which comes inthe laſt place to be trea- 
ted of, For the name of the Lord Jeſur. 

Wee read in hiſtories how prodigall ſome haue 
beene of their liues; honour, caſe, devotion, ſhame, 
want, paine, any thing ſerved them for a reaſon not on- 
ly to forſake themlelues, or to expoſe themſelues to 
vnevitable dangers , but alſo to bee their owne exe- 
cutioners. Celliut in his fiſteenth booke and twentieth ch. 

M 3 tell's 
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tells of the women of a certaine rowne, that in wanton» 
neſſe had brought it vp for a faſhion to kill themſelues. 
Nexttothem Rem d to be thoſe in the Primitiue Church, 
which invented new wayes of martyrdome, with hunger; 
wherewith they were ſo tranſported, that ſome of them 
RE vpon couſcience of fin, to kill ones ſelte, was 
by t 


— 


is act of juſtice a martyrdome: vpon which ground 
Perillian,againſt whom S ¶Auſtine writes, canonized Ja- 
das for a Martyr. The rage and tury of the Circamcellsans 
in extorting this imagined martyrdome, brought them 
firſt toſollicite and importune others to kill them, and if 
they failed in that ſuite, they did it themſelues; and ano- 
ther ſect proſpered ſo farre in heaping vp nubers of mar- 
tyrs, that their whole ſect, as Ephamus tell's vs, was cal 
led Martyrian. Diverſe therefore contributing their 
helpes tothe preſervation and tranquillity of ſtates, em- 
ployed their beſt inventions to remedy theſe inconveni- 
ences, and to divert men from ſuch precipitate courſes. 
eAriſtotle in the 3. of hu Ethickes and 7. chap. to correct 
the opinion of getting honour by that act, taught that no- 
thing was more baſe and cowardly then to kill ones ſelfe, 
becauſe / ſayth hee) men did it not, either for honeſties 
ſake, or for the good of the common · weale, but onely 
to bee freed from ſome inconveniences , which they 
thought might moleſt them. The Spaniards in the In- 
dies had another policie; when they found a generall incli- 
nation and practiſe in the inhabitants to kill themſelues 
to avoid ſlavery, they had no way to reduce them, but by 
ſome diſſembling and outward counter teiting. to make 
them belecue that they alſo killed themiclues , and fo 
went with them into the next world, and afflicted them 
more there then theꝝ did in this. Princes likewiſe haue 
inflited forſietures and infamous mulcts vpon them 
which ſhould fo ſlay themſclues; and the Church by her 
Canons hathdenyed them buriall. Thus in ſundry times 
and 
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= places, ſundry meanes haue beene thought of toprevent 
5 and diſſwade men from ſuch inconſiderate actions. But 
ly Almighty God, who ditpoſethall things ſweetely, hath 
r; beene ſo indulgent to our nature and the frailty thereof, 
n that hee hath afforded vs a meanes how to giue away our 


1s life, and yet ſo as it ſhall bee pleaſing to him which is, by 


d delivering our ſelues to martyrdome, fo that it bee for the 

_ teſtimony of his name, and the advancing of his glory. 4 
"5 For in this wee reſtore him his talent with profit , our 

m owne ſoule, with as many more as our example workes 

if vpon and winnes to him. This is that which S. Paul im- 

_ plies in the words of my text, declaring that hee was ready 

r not to bee bound onely, but alſo to dye at Hieruſalem. But ö 
1 becauſe martyrem non facit pa na ſed cauſa, as S. ¶ Auſt ine 
ir tell's vs, it is not the puniſhment but the cauſe which 

n- makes a martyr; the Apoſtle would not fo leaue vs 


u in a doubt, as if to dye ſimply were good or deſi- 
s. rable, and as if it were lawfull in any occaſion tobe profuſe 
& and prodigall of ones bloud; but intimates the quality of 
o- the cauſe, which makes true martyrdome, not to be fame, 
e, or honour, or any ꝗldly reſpect, but onely the name of 
es the Lord leſus: ef hich example of our bleſſed Apoſtle 


ly may it pleaſe you to inferre with mee this concluſion; 
ey T hat, that cauſe which warrants true mart yrdome, is to bee 
* the maintaining ( hriſt's truth and the defending of his 
i- name. | 
es The wicked and the godly,may both haue the ſame pu- 
57 niſhment, but not the ſame cauſe; Chriſt was crucified and 
ke the thecues were cruciſied, but 30. paſſs Jungebat , cauſa 
ſo ſeparabat — Auſt ine) whom the paſſion did joyne, the 
m cauſe did ſever: which he ſweetly thus preſſeth from thoſe 
ue words of the kingly Prophet, P/al. 35.

er not to puniſhment(faithrhe Father) but to my cauſe, not to 
CS that which the theife hath common with mee, but to that

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> which the bleſſed onely can challenge, who ſuffer ter- 


tion for righteowſneſſe ſake; Mar. q. Now that wee may the 
bettet know what is to bee vnderſtood by the name of 
Chriſtian in this place, and in what reſpects it may truely 
be tearmed martyrdome, which one ſuſtaines in the de- 
fence of itz wee mult note that all true martyrdome for 
Chriſts ſake is grounded vpon one of theſe three preten- 
ſes and claimes: The firſt is the ſcaling with our bloud the 
profeſsion of ſome morall truth, which though it be not 
directly of the body ofthe Chriſtian faith, nor expreſt in 
the articles thereot;yet it is ſome of thoſe workes which 
a Chriſtian man is bound to do: Such was the martyrdome 
of &. lohn Baptiſt, when hee was beheaded for telling He- 
rod that it was not lawfull for him to haue his brothers 
wife: Mat.14. The ſecond is, the maintaining with loſſe 
ot life the integrity of the Chriſtian faith, and not ſuffer- 
ing any part thereof to periſh and corrupt: Such were 
the martyrdomes of the Prophets before Chriſt, of the 
Fathers in the Ten firſt perſecutions, and of, the Prote- 
ſtants here in England in Queene AMarie's dayes. The 
third is, the endeavouring by the ſamameanes to preſerue 
the liberties and immunities of the Church: which are 
two fold, either natiue and connaturall to the Church, as 
preaching the word, adminiſtring the Sacraments, and ap- 
plying medicinall cenſureʒor acceſſory, ſuch as for the fur. 
therance & advancement of the worſhip of God, Chriſti- 
an Princes haue given vnto it. If any to whoſe charge God 
hath committed theſe by an ordinary calling do looſe his 
lite either in the execution of the former, ot for a pious & 
dutitull admonition tothe Prince for the latter, wee may 
juſtly eſteeme him for a martyr . 

But to come to our application;Chriſt hath his martyrs, 
and Antichriſt would haue his alſo. It may make ſom 
peradventure to wonder and ſtand aſtoniſht, atjthe ſtrange 
bardneſſe of fome prieſts & leſuites ofthe Roman re i. 
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their reſolution to dye for their Bel the Biſhop of Rome ; 


but ſhould wee but lift the truth of the point, wee ſhould 
finde that it is not Chriſt's cauſe that they dye for;nor his 


Name which with the Apoſtle here they ſo ſtand for, but 


that other reaſons and by - reſpects do induce them to this 
falle martyrdome. To ſee one laviſh of his bloud, would 
— man to thinke that the cauſe could not 
but good: but alas! it is not true zeale, but fury which 
driues them to theſe exigences, it is not the laue of their 
Maſter Chriſt, but the of avoyding Purgatory, and of 
meriting heaven, which ſo advanceth this corrupt inclina- 
tion. Vet this I will ſay, that if the ſuſtaining of death for 
the defence of one's cauſe could end the controverſie, gel- 
lar mine the greateſt Doctor of the Romiſh Church, would 
giue the Vmpire to our ſide, for in his 4 book de ſiguu Ec- 
cleſia &2-chap.he ingeniouſly cõfeſſeth, that Martyrdome 
can be no note of the Romiſſi Church, becauſe faith he) o- 
ther ſects there are, amongſt which he names the Calvi 
viſte, who haue ever bin moſt forward in dying for their 
Religion. But let vs goc on, and examine a little, whether 
thoſe Ieſuites and Prieſts, according to the ground laide 
downe before, can challenge the names of true Martyrs, or 
no. To beginne therefore with the firſt kinde of Martyr- 
dome, which is, for defending ſome moralltruth;doe they 
dye for defending any ſuch verity? No (beloved) it is for 
oppugniug euen the firſt Commandement, which con- 
cernes our duty towards man; that Commandement 
teacheth vs, that we ſhould honour our Fathers and Mo- 
thers, by which is meant not only 6ur naturall Parents, but 
— all higher powers, and eſpecially ſuch as haue 


ſoveraigne authority over vs as Kings and Princes, 
whom the Scripture doth terme nr Fathers of the 
Church, Eſay 49. But they arc executed for plotting their 
deaths, for contriving powder-treafons , for afhrming 
that the Pope may depoſe the King, that hee may ex- 
communicate him , and then = his Subjects a 

pri- 
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privile do aſſaſſinate him, ſo that for defending any mo- 
rall truth they are not Martyrs , but rather for breaking of 


ſo a Commandement, they dye as gu 5 
bothef Godand the Lawes of the Land. Wel then, let's 
goe to the Articles of Faith, may they be term d Martyrs, 
becauſe they ſtand for the vp-holding of any part of the 
Creed? therein do they maintaine the Name of Ie No 
(beloved) though ſome of them are called /eſwites, yct ate 
they ſo farre from being ſo indeed, that as Whitaker a lear- 
ned divine of ours hath obſerv d, there is no point of their 
doctrine whereinthey differ from vs, but cither therein 
they deny the Name of leſus, or the Name of Chriſt, one 
of our Saviour's two Names is alwayes —_ by the.. 
But yet they will ſay (perhaps) that they dye for maintai- 
ning their Churche's immunities & priviledges;& there - 
in do deſcrue to be called Martyrs: (They may wel indeed 
ſay, their Churches, for I cannot ſay, Chriſt's Church.) 
But what are the Priviledges which they pretend? why, a- 
ny of their Prieſts will tell you, they are thoſe which our 
Saviourgaue to F. Peter, in Maut. 16. ver. 18. in theſe 
words, Thou art Peter, and vpon this rocks I wil build my 
Cbureb. But what meane theſe words ? are they any thing 
elſe then that Chriſt would build his Church vpon that 
rocke, that is, vpon that confeſſion of Peters immediatl 
before vttered, That he was the Sonne of God? this inde 
is the true ſenſe ; but yet the Pope's Canon-Law hath 
pleaſ d to giue another interpretation, Thow art Peter, that 
is to ſ y, inthe Romane ſpecch, ( I am ſure neither in the 
Grecke nor Latine) thou art Biſhop of Rome, and vpon 
thee asthou art ſuchan one, I will build my Church; bur 
not onely vpon thee Peter, for there ſhall be no more Bi- 
ſhops of Rome of that name; but vponthee Gregory, vpon 
thee eAdrian,Julim,loane, vponeucry Biſhop of Rome, 
good or bad, holy or prophane, Chriſtianor Atheiſt, be he 
what he will, I will build my Church; and vnder this I or 
daine 
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dainethee Monarch, both of things temporall, and things 
— 2 King and Biſhop together; of ſpirt 
tuall, to controlle the Olde Teſtament, to diſpenſe againſt 
the Goſpell, and againſt the Apoſtles, to make new articles * 


of faith, to be aboue all Councels, and when thou trayleſt 
men by thouſands into hell, I would haue no man to que- 
tion thee, why doeſt thou this? Of Temporall, to diſpoſe 
ofall the World, to diſtribute it at thy pleaſure, as if it 


ere thine on heritage, to raigne over Kings, to arrai 


and indite them, to depoſe them, to abſolue their ſubjects 
from their Oath of Allegiance , to expoſe their eſtates for 
a prey, their perſons to murther, to beſtow their K ing- 
domes on whom it ſhall pleaſe thee, and laſtly to change 
their tenures to fealty, or convert their territories to their 
owne demaine. Pitty will ſtrike one here into hor- 
rour: but ſweete Ie, were theſe the priviledges which 


thou ſt to F. Peter ? were theſe the dignities 
which conferred ſt on thy Church ? th peo ion 
was wont to be that thy Kingdome was not ofthis world, 


that the ſervant is not greater then his Maſter;and thy A- 
poſtles haue taught vs, hat exery ſoule ſhould be ſubiact vn- 
te higher powers; & may now any be ſo hardy, as to claime 
this Imperiall ſway from thy donation? Alas beloued, this 
c e by the Pope, is farre from the promiſe of the A- 
poſtles, and of . Peter himſelfe! let's looke into his 1 E- 
peſtle, and 2 . where he enjoynes all men to feare God, 
and honour the Ring, and wee ſhall perceiue that his ſcope 
was obedience, ſubjectiõ, duty. Poore man whił᷑ ſt he liv d 
he was in want and need, ſilver and gold he had none; and 
ſee, ſince his death the Pope hath provided for hima migh- 
ty Kingdome. All the Churche's privi which they 
ye for if they dye for any) are theſe which you haue 
heard; whether he deſerves the name ofa Martyr , which 
dyes for ſuch manifeſt impicties, jodge you. Of all their 
Martyrs it may be ſaid, as once F. Auftine in his 68, 1 
N 2 i 
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ſaid of the Donatiſts, Vivebant vt latrones, honorab antur vi 


mayryres; they line murtherers, and traitours, & falſe Pro- 

phets,& a painted ſtraw ſhall make them to bee honour'd 

as Martyrs. Our caſe (thankes be to God) is farre differing 
from theirs; we know whoſe name it is whichwe main. 

taine: & if ever the Lord marched before vs in a pillar of 
fire to ſhew vs the true way we are totake, he doth it this 
day here you ſce the repreſentation of his death, theſe are 
thoſe remembrances he left vs, to ſhew how he was cruci - 
fed in our cauſe, & theſe are they which put vs in minde 
what we are to do againe in his cauſe. His Supper hee or- 
dain'd to begirt & arme vs to withſtand his enemies. He 
which is loath to put on this armour, is vnwilling to fight 
his battaile. Let no man therefore draw back when Chriſt 
offereth to aſſiſt him with ſuch munition. Let ao man ſay, 
Tam vaworthie, but put his confidence in his Saviour, 
which makes him worthie. Wee may not deceiue our 
ſclues ( beloved) he is not vnworthy to cate his body and 
drinke his bloud, which thinkes himſelfe vnworthy: for 
vnto ſuch Chriſt ſaith, (ome vnto me all ye which are laden, 
& Iwill eaſe you; but he is vaworthy which is loath to bee 
made worthier, which is prophane in his life,and meanes 
yet to be ſo, which is malicious in his thoughts, & reſoly's 
to cõtinue ſo,which is covetous in his heart, & ſeth 
to abide ſoʒto thẽ if any be here ſo minded, I giue this coũ- 
fell;refraine fro this holy Comunion, touch not, taſte not, 
handle not thoſe ſacred reſeblances of your Redeemer: this 
Supper indeed is an armour of proofe, to ſhield all ſuchas 
do fight truly in Chrift's cauſe; but if you warre vnder the 

divel's banner, it will prove like Sal i armour to David, it

But] hope better things of 
you. In Baptiſme you receiv d your preſſe · money, & wn

& the divell:you muſt remember if that you will be expert 
and able ſouldiers, you are often to be muſtered & train d, 


often muſt you beare the colours, often take the bread of 


munition during this ſpirituall warrefare. You ſee as there 
is aprize to winne, ſo there is a buckler to defend you, 
food to ſtrengthen you. Courage, therefore for 
Hauen, for Cux sr, for the Crowne of Glory : it is a 
ſhame in ſuch a multitude of thoſe that profeſſe Cunt sr, 
that there are ſofew which truly follow him, & that men 
are like Pharaoh's leane kine, in the rich and plentifull pa- 
ſtures of the Goſpell; the bloud of Martyrs was themilke 
which nurſt the Primitiue Church in her infancie, & ſhall 
it be too hard for our diſgeſtion now ? it was the ſeede of 
the Church out of which we ſprung, and ſhall wee 

to tithe our ſelues to God in any ion that he will 
accept? Butthe Apoſtles are dead , andthoſe great lights 
of example the Patriarchs, the Prophets, & rhe holy Mar- 
tyrs,and wee haue their 1 with vs; 1 — their 
hope, theit zeale, their faith, their conſtancy, their patit᷑ce 
liue. I ſpeake with more vehemency, becauſe I know not 
what concernes vs — _— 2 leo

the God of loue and giue vs all the ſpirit of zeale, 
hope, and patience, that inthe ſweate of Ieſus Chriſt wee

Brethren, as if the ſcope of their com- 
ming had bin, to ſhew their kinred with our Saviour, and 
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cheir authority over him. Others thinke hee ceprehended 
onely their ynſcaſonable and inconſiderate proclaiming 
of their affinity with him, cas oppor this * (a 
— ax 8 


be began to con- 
— Vain. But 1 — Ader. blamed 


by this anſwer, him which interrupred him in his preach- 
hs ry ſhould tempt him, whether he would preferre 
flcſh & bloud before the ſpirituall worke of his Vocati n. 
Of all theſe the Popiſh Writers can beſt brooke them 
which caſt any aſperſion of afault vponour Lady ; whom 
the Councell rs, in the 6. Seſi: would redeeme if not 
frõ being conceived in * — lin, yet fro ever commit- 
ting of any actual tranſgreſſion.Tolet therfore the leſuite, 
would haue theſe words in my Text to imply no reprehe- 
ſion, but rather an admenition or commonefaction; albeit 
Tanſenixs, ſo he may ſaue our Lady from a chiding, ſtands 
not greatly whether it were beſtowed vpon Chriſt's bre- 
thren,or vpon him which told our Saviour of his mothers 
being without. For mine owne part, though I am not defi. 
rous to impute any obliquitic to the bleſſed Virgin at 
this time; yet farre bee it from mee to ſay, that there 
was en er any (Chriſt onely excepted) which liv d with- 
out ſinne. For what is that of our Saviours to Mary, lob. 2. 
Woman, what haue ] to doe with thee, but a repre ent on? 
and ſhall Chriſt reprehend where there was no fault ? 
What other thing canthoſe wordes of Aaryes import. 
Luke 1. My ſoule doth magnifie the Lord, — my ſpirit hath 
reioyced in God my Saviour? but that ſhee confeſſed her 
ſinnes, when ſhee acknowledged a Saviour. Belarmine 
therefore in his 4 booke de amiſſione £74tie, and 16. 
Chapter, denyes not that ſhee had a Saviour, and 
that remiſſion of ſinnes was neceflary vnto her, as well 
as vnto others; but he would faine recover himſelfe with 


this ſhift, ſay ing, that thoſe ſinnes were remitted vnto her, 
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nou in que inciderat, ſed in que wncidsſſer, nfs graria Det per 
merita (hriſti preventa ſuiſſet: not thoſe into which ſhee 
fell, bur thoſe into which ſhee would haue fallen, had not 
the grace of God prevented her; as if forſooth God ved 
to impute thoſe ſins to men which they never committed, 
or as if a King ſhould beſtow his pardon of telony vpon 
him which never ſtole, and yet thinke it a great favour, As 
for the words of my text, I deny not but that the ble ſſed 
Virgin might come with good intent vnto our Saviour, 
hoping either to heare him & ſee him, as ſome would haue 
it: or as others, to recoucr him from thoſe traps & ſnares 
whichthe Scribes & Phariſces laid to entrap him withall. 
Yet I may well gather thus much, that if our Saviour re- 
8 not in thisplace an errour already commited, yet 
giueth a caveat of one which might be committed;and 
if I may not ſay he blameth one paſt, it is plaine he prevẽts 
one to come. For what do not men conceiue of the bond of 
Kinred? might not the Jewes ſuppoſe that our Saviour 
would haue granted great privileges to thoſe which clay- 
med affinity or conſanguinity withhim ? or at leſt haue 
omitted his preaching and teaching at their importunity / 
Hee therefore cither to divert them from ſuch fancies,or 
to ſhew by his one example how highly we are to value 
the exerciſe of our heavely calling, before al teſpect what- 
ſocver to our carthly parents, anſwered as wee read it ſet 
down in Mathew, + Marker goſpeil. Whe is my mother, & 
who are my brethrẽ As if he ſhould haue ſaid: it is ſo indeed 
with the world. that kinred & conſanguinity are of great 
importance, that they beare great ſway in mens affections, 
potent orators they are to turne them which way 
they liſt, This wholy I diſlike not, nay rather as 1 my 
ſelfe was ever obedicnt vnto my parents, ſo leaue I this 
commandement vnto you,that of all others you moſt en- 
cline your cares to them and hearken vnto their coun- 
ſell : but now I am about the buſineſſe of my hea- 
F O venly 
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vcnly. Father, I am performing the worke for which 

I was ſent; I confeſſe, that great is the priviledge of our 

caruall progenitours, yet greater is the preheminence of 
our pu ituall alliance: if that other is to be reſpected as 

good y ct this is to be preferred as better. W hat thertore if 
my mother or brethrẽ ſtãd without, muſt I leaue my taske 

of prcaching the kingdome of God to converſe with the? 

No, no, I ſay vnto you,thenearenes which I haue with the

My 
wother and my brethren are theſe & c. It may ſecme ſtrange 
to ſome that our Saviour ſhould inthis place vie fo harſh 
a Mctaphor in ſhewing the neare conjunction and vnion 
of himſelfe with his members, as not oncly to apply to the 
lame ſubject things of diverſe natures,but alſo differing 
ſexes. 
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ſexes. Whoſoever heares the word of God and doth it 
(ait hee; / hee excludes not men, nor alters the caſe with 
women, they are all of them both his mother and his bre- 
thren. Morally indecdſ as Ianſenius expoundsit )hee may 
be tearmed his brother, becauſe hee is the fon oftheſame 
heavenly father 2 joynt heire with Chriſt: Rom. S. 1. and 
his mother becauſe Chriſt is borne a new in him by _ 
rituall nativity, according to that of the Apoltle: Gal.4. 
19. My little children with whons I travell in birth againe 
vrtell Chriſt be formed in you. But becauſe it is true which 
S. Pauli hath in the ſame Epiſtle and 3 chap: there is neither 
Iew nor Greeke, there is neither bond nor free, there is 
neither male nor female, for they are all one in Chriſt Ie- 
ſus; Literally ſhould I explicate it, irimports by a menti- 
oning of the ſubject for the abſtract, that they are his mo- 
ther and brethren, imply ing as much as this, what loue a 
mother receiues of her ſon, the ſame you receiue of mee; 
what affection a brother challengeth of a brother the ſame 
impart I to you, what ever alliance, conſanguinity or kin- 
red effetsin provoking to compaſſion and mutuall deſires 
ol each others wellfare, the ſame and greater paſſeth from 
my bowels to them which heare Gods word and do it. To 
bee breefe, hee ſhewes a new kinred, not ſuch as Heralds 
can reduce into a pedigree grounding vpon a lineall de- 
ſcent of fleſhand bloud, but vpon a ſpirituall cognation 
with himzand here( faith Ambroſe ) hee which gaue lawes 
and precepts vnto vs became an executer of his owne e- 
dicts. For having preſcribed,that he which leaveth not fa- 
ther or mother is not worthy of him, practiſeth it firſt in 
his one perſon, not that he might abrogate the duties due 
to mother, for it was his owne decree, that he which ho- 
nours not his father & mother ſhal dye thedeathy/ed affecti- 
bus quia paternis ſe myſtertjs ampliùs quam maternit debere 
cognoſcat, hut becauſe he knowes he ought more to his fa- 
thers myſteries the to his mothers affections, The ſame of 
all affords vs this obſervation; O 2 That 
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That wee are to eſter me, no bond of kinred or conſangninit 
fo great, as the ſpirituall alliance which wee haue with C brifh, 
and through Chriſt one with another, 
How nearely the ele& and choſen veſſels of God are 
linked to Chriſt, may ſundry — — be ſhewrd out of the 
writings of the holy Ghoſt. For firſt, they haue a neercre- 
lation vnto him in reſpect of nature, whereby hee is their 
father by the right of Creation; for though from their 
parẽts they take their bodies derivation, as beingGods in- 
ſtruments in their production, yet vpon him they depend 
as vponthe principall efficient: in him we line, and moone, 
and haue our becing ( ſayth Saint a A. 17. and in this 
reſpet Adam is is termed the Sonne of God, Zuke 3. 38. 
Secondly, they are neerely adjoyned vnto him, is reſpeci 
grace; & indeed this ſeemes a more neere conjunctiò wit 
him the any can be of kinred or affinity, for in this regard 
Chriſt © termed the head, they the mcbers, Epbh.

Aſarre matri, fratres fra- 
rribus anteponit, he preferres his mother hearing the word, 
before his mother giuing him ſucke: his brethren doing 
the will of God.before his brethren deſcending from the 
ſame parents . What if Mary were his mother by 
dear ing him in her wombe? yet her motherhood ſeemed 
redoubled in her when ſhee conceiued him in her ſoule.

they were linked vnto him by the bond of the fleſh, yet 
more trucly were they then his brethren, when they were 
ſo made by the bond of the ſpirit. 

But I neede not inſiſt longer vpon the proote of a point 
ſo evident. I will now come to apply it to our ſelues; we 
ſee the neere alliance wee haue with Chriſt, and through 
Chritt, one with another: the great King of heaven and 
earth vouchiafe th to incorporate vs into lis family, and 
as if it were too little to place vs inany remote degrees of 
alliance, he graceth vs with thoſe excellent, and moſt af- 
fectionate names, of Mother and Brethren. O let vs not 
ſwell and be carricd away with the meere titles thereof, 
but endcavour to make manifeſt to the world, that our af 
fections are correſpondent to our appellations. Men and 
brethren,are you ambitious of this high dignity,to be cal- 
led his brother? Would you bee ſtyled with ſo ſuper- 
eminent a title? W hy, you muſt performe then — 
ofa brother to him, by reducing your ſelues, and by win- 
ning others to his faith; you muſt raiſe yp ſeed vnto him, 
and become the ſonnes ot the lame heavenly father. Are 
any amongſt you, which affect the priviledges of a mo- 
ther? Thinke yee not that alſotobee a thing impoſſible 
that our bleſſed Saviour ſhould be borne , and that 
of any other beſides his virgin mother? thoug to natu- 
rall man this ſeeme * the ſpirituall man 
it will ſeeme eaſie, and of no ty to be performed. 
Beleeue but his word, and you haue conceived him in 

our wombe; doe but his will, and you haue brought 
im forth into the —— his meſſengers, 


and you embrace him in your armes; releiue but him 
which craues a cup ot cold water in his name, & you giue 
him ſucke. This is a grace not appropriated to women 
onely, nor onely tothe married, for men alſo and virgins 
themſelues may bee the happy mothers of ſuch an iſſue. 
But alas (beloved)how is it that 4 ſo ſleight & ſo little 
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value this cable honour? wee recount our carnall 
pedegr are puft vp it an herauld can deriue our de- 
ſcent from any noted family vpon carth,which yet began 
but yeſterday, and perhaps will periſh before night; and 
doe wee thinke it a ſmall thing that wee are here offered 
to bee admitted into ſo noble an alliance, as to haue God 
to our Father, and Chriſt to our Sonne and brother? The 
reateſt Monarch vpon earth can ſhew his de ſcent, but 
or ſome hundred of yeares, although few can preſcribe 
for ſo long; fo ſubjeR to changes and alterations are all 
things vnder the ſunne; and ſhall it not bee our ambition 
to reject thoſe vaine and vpſtart deſcents, when wee haue 
ſuchevidences as theſe to deriuc our pedegree from eter- 
nity ? In our naturall deſcents there is great vncertainty, 
heraulds may bee corrupted, writings loſt, deedes chan- 
ged; but inour ſpirituall alliance with Chriſt, our names 
are written in the booke of life which no forgery can 
counterfeit, nor injury of time deface. But the world 
vnderſtands not this, and the fooliſh will not belecue it, 
—— matter they thinke it, to be of a noble houſe, 
to haue had ſuch and ſuch anceſtors: why, (beloved) 

let vs reaſon together; what content can a man finde to 
derive himſclte from him whom bercafter hee will 
jadge molt vile and wretched ? what a fondneſſe were 
It to build ones reputation vpon the glory of ſuch an one, 
as perhaps the next day hee ſhall follow to the place of 
execution with execrations and curſcs ? And yet this 
may be the caſe berweene vs and our glorious progeni- 
—_ now were PR of; — knowes whether 
at Chriſts appearance Il not riſe vp in judgement 
inſt them and condemne them? Who can aſſure him- 
elfe, whether thoſe which the world accounted as 
worthics, ſhall not bee found at the laſt day, to haue 
beene bur clouts, and full of lime and corrupti- 
on within? And yet che greateſt ſort of men are — 
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and ſelfe · coneeited, that they are deſcended even from 
thoſe, who were ſo cruell vntothem, that the ſame mo- 
ment they gaue them life, they gaue them alſo the ſting of 
death, in their fleſh; and in the meane time, they ſet at 
naught chealliance they haue with the Lord of life, or that 
they may bee in ſo honourable a ranke, as to bee Chriſts 
mother or his brethren. And what is the iſſue of all? 
Why, wcerejet God from being our Father, that wee 
may glory only in carthly anceſtours; we exclude Chriſt 
from being our eldeſt brother, that wee may apply our 
ſclues to the brethren of our one houſe; wee renounce 
for our kinſmen the bleſſed troupes of Saints and Angels, 
that wee may haue none of our ſtocke but whom the 
world applauds and counts happie. This was not the 
practiſe of the godly inthe Scripture, wee reade of Mo- 
ſes, how when hee came to yeares, he refuſed tobee called the 
ſonne of Pharaohs daughter, chooſing rather te ſuffer A- 
fliction with the people of God, then to enjoy the pleaſures 
of finne for 4 ſcaſon: Heb. 11. 24. for, to ſay the truth, 
our carthly affinity is but tranſitory, and abideth not , if 
ou woul haſe an everlaſting and never-dy1 
indred, call them your brethren which are humble 
with adverſity, for theſe ſhall bee partners with you in 
the kingdome of God; callthem your brethren, which 
haue forſaken the ſplendour ofthe world, for theſe ſhall 
raigne with you for ever in heaven; call them your bre. 
thren, which haue renounced the ambitious titles of ho- 
nour, for theſe ſhall inherit with you the crowne of 
righteouſneſſe; call them your bret vvhich heare 
the vvord of God and doe it, for theſe muſt bee your 
companions in glory. Linke not your ſelues with the 
covetous for wealth, vvith the proud for honour, vvith 
the voluptuous for pleaſure, vvith the hollow-hearred 
in religion for gaine and preferment; but if you vvould 
2 knot of kindred, let your brother - 
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hood bee founded in Chriſt, leſt at your deaths you bee 
both of you either everlaſtingly ſeparated, or everiaſting| 
confounded. I confeſſc it is an hard thing to perſwade fle 
and bloud to follow this, they will ſcarce belecue that 
Chriſt by the right of kinred, claimes ſuch an intereſt in 
them, as that by his example they ſhould ſo much preferre 
the ſpirituall alliance they haue vvith him, before that 
vvhich they haue vvith their owne kinred. For doe not 
vvee ſee the quite contrary practiſed every vvhere in 
the vvorld? Bord not one thinke his vvife neerer to 
him, and for her ſake either quits, or at leſt is cold in 
the profeſſion of Chriſts religion? Doe not others thinke 
their mother or their brethren neerer to them, and 
vvhen they: heare Chriſt taught in the Church, if any 
faith vnto them, as here vvee finde it in my text, hy no- 
ther and th brethren are without deſiring to ſee thee, they 
vvill Teaue Chriſts company to feede their fancies Doe 
not all thinke their humours and pleaſures and profits 
ncerer vᷣmo them, and for their ſakes goe to law vvith 
their bretliren, rejeR all alliance they haue vvith any in 
Chriſt, and vvith ſlaundrings, backbitings, and ray- 
lings, like foule birds defile their owne neſts? «Moſes 
. two Iſraelites ſtroue together, ſaid, why ſmiteſt 
thou thy fellow? I ſay more, _ ſtriue vvee, vvee are 
brethren? Wee may conceiue our head Iclus Chriſt as 
ſaying from heaven, vvhy ſtriue you my kinſmenꝰ vvhy 
make you diviſions in our family my mother and my 
brethren, vvhich you are? Your are all children of the 
ſame hcavenly Father, children ſhould dwell together; 
members of the ſame body, members ſhould grow to- 
gether ; ſouldiers of the ſame army, ſouldiers ſhould | 
march together, Thus vvee are termed in the holy Scrip- | 
tures, let it be our care to be anſwerable to ſuch ho- | 
nourable appellations. And now that you haue ſcene f 


your titles and prerogatiues vvhich Chriſt beſtowes on ; 
you, 
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you,of his mother and brethren,hearken bur like mothers 
and brethren to the es required in you, which are 
hearing and deing, and God will make you to be ſo indeed 
And Fl I defire hearing, which commeth inthe next 
place to be handled : ty mother and my brethren are 
* heave the word of God, &c. 
is nothing ſo neceſſary to a Chriſtian which 
travells from this Egypt of miſery and oppreſſion to 
the heavenly Canaan,as the knowledge ot the vvord of 
God; for by this hee is directed in his way, conducted to 
his port, aſſured of his ſafe arrivall. This made the 
hets ſo often to ingeminate the hearing of it vnto 
s people: Heare yee the word of the Lord yee ruleys: 
Eſay. 1. 10. Heare the word of the Lord yee houſe of 
David, Terem. 11.4. Tes ſheepheards heare the word of 
the Lord: Exch. 34. 7. Here all pee old ment Joel. f. 2. 
Heare all yee of 7. Mich. 1. 2. Princes, rulers, ſheep- 
heards, people, old, young, all, lyable to this taske of 
Maring, in ſomuch, that our Savicur makes this the bur- 
den of his Sermons, hee that hath an cure to heare let bim 
heare, But(beloved) in this yu our Saviour ſeemes 
to goe ſomewhat farther, and as if our kinred and alli- 
ance with him were to be confirmed by charter, makes 
none capable of that honour , but e which can ſhew 
their title out of the word of God. My mother and 
my brethren are they which heave the word of God; The ob- 
ſcrvation which I draw from hence, is this, 

That it is required of all thoſe which would bee adopted 
into Chriſts fawnily,to bee diligent hearers of Gods word. 

I neede not be large in proving the truth of this do- 
ctrineʒlt is ſufficient, that hearing is the ordinary meanes 
vvhich Chriſt hath left vs to engraft vs into his fami- 
ly, and to make vs the children of his heavenly Father: 
for by faith wee are made the heives of ſalvation, and 
faith commeth by hearing: (ſaith the Apoſtle) Rom. 10. 
| P 
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ſo that no hearing, no faith; no faith, no ſalvation» Hee 
therefore which 1s of God, heares God; woyce(faith our Sa- 
viour,) Ihn. 8.47. And againe,my ſbecpe heare my voyce, 
Toh. 10. 27. In regard whereot , the Saints in all ages 
were bound to repaire to the miniſters of the word, and 
to heare the Law at the Prieſts lips, Malach. 2. 7. In 
the Old Teſtament, wee finde that they reſorted to the 
Prophets vpon the ſabbaths, and vpon other dayes; for 
when the Shunamite in 2. King. 4. craved lcaue of her 
husband to goe to the Prophet, hee replyed wherefore 
wilt thou goe? it u neither uu moone nor Sabbath day, as 
if on thole dayes the people vſed to reſort vnto them to 
heare them. The like was vſed in the new Teſtament, 
for ſo our Saviour /ent the ewes to the Scribet and Pha- 
mſees, Matt. 23. l. the Angell ſent (orne/ine ro Peter, Act. 
10. 32. and of theſe times Eſæy prophecy ing, ſaith, that in 
the laſt dayes it ſhall come to paſle that many people ſhall 
goe and fay, (ome pee, and let vs goe vpto the „ 
the Lord, to the houſe of the God of Iacob , and hee N 
teach vn his wayes, Eſay. 2.3. For indeed the miniſtery 
of the Goſpell is that golden pe (as one termes it)where- 


by and wherethrough all the goodneſſe of God, all the 


ſweetneſſe of Chriſt, all heavenly graces whatſoever are 
derived vnto vs; It isthat hooke and bait which Chriſts 
fiſhers of men, his diſciples and Apoſtles vſed, in the 
taking of ſoules; It is that piu armony which ca- 
ſteth downe every thing that exalteth it ſelfe againſt the 
knowledge of God, — bringeth into captivity every 
thought to the obedience of Chriſt;1t is that blowing of the 
Leviter, which, if not at the firſt, yet at the ſeventh time, 
will beat downe Iericho in vs, and hew a paſlage in 
our hearts for the entrance of the heavely tabernacle. It is 
t hat poole of Berheſda,at which ſhouldlye every diſtreſſed 
& impotent ſoul e, & expect the moving of the waters, 
1 mcane, the firſt moving of the ſpirituall waters of lite, 
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by the preachers ofthe Goſpell, To make vſe of this 
ofrine; there are do (arts of men vvhich commonly 
faile in the performance of this commandement, of hear. 
ing the word;the firſt are thoſe which ſay, they can reade 
the Bible in their houſes, that they haueGods word which 
will inſtruct them as ſufficiently at home, as any ſermons 
in the Churches. But theſe men foulely deceiue them- 
ſelues, for fir they muſt know that it is one <ching to ſay 
that the es are ſufficient to teach them all thi 

neceſſary to ſalvation: another thing to ſay, that they teach 
theſe things fo vſefully without an interpreter, as with 
one. I deny not but that in the Scriptures more excellent 
knowledge & profound myſteries are contayned, then the 
greateſt Doctours & learned ſt men withall their paines 
& induſtry can attaine vnto: but ſo powerfull & ſo profi- 
table it is not to them when it is read privately, as it 
is preached in the Church; for who can ſay that he ſhall 
not heare in preaching, many things expounded which 
vvas i tof, many godly inſtructions gathered, 


which „ many viefull pomes. opplyed to 
his conſcience which he keeded nor? I paſſe — s ſinnes 
ript vp, the weakeneſſes & diſeaſes of his ſoule diſplayed 
to his view , the threatning of the law denounced, the 


ſweete comforts of the Goſpell produc'd, 
rohis ſore bllowe abus wounds payers t yin 
& pacritying members: $ a thouſand excellent 


heavenl s, which hearing brings with it. Thou 
cameſt into the Church a vulture, before thou departeſt, 


thou maiſt bee trantformed into a doue;thou cam it in a 
wolfe, thou maiſt be changed into a lambe; not having 
thy body or ſoule ſo altered that thou ſhalt bee no more a 


man, but thy foule minde, and beaſtly thoughts expelled, 

which before would not ſuffer thee to be a man. I adde, the 

hearing of the word preached is a part of the ſervice of 

God,and a duty enjoyned every Chriſtianto performe, if 

thertore other things moved vs not vnto it, yet *

Theſe are they which are ſo farre from reading 
at home, that thinke it not greatly neceſſary for the either 
to reade or to heare any where; many of thẽ will pretend 
that they are buſied aboat this or that buſineſſe, they are 
craftsmen, they mult follow their trade, they haue a wife, 
their children muſt be fed, their houſhold provided fur; 
and laſtly, they are men of the world, alittle knowle 
& a good meaning is ſufficient for them,itis for ſchollerg, 
and ſuch as giue themſelues to a contemplatiue like, to bee 
skill'd in theſe points. But alas! (my good Chriſtian bro- 
ther) is it not for thee to apply thy ſelfe to the hearing of 
the word preached, becauſe thou art diſtracted and en- 
combred with cares & buſineſſes? why, ſo much the more 
it is neceſſary for thee to haue the munition of the word, 
by how much the more diſtreſſed thou art in wordly dan- 
gers; they that bec free and farre from trouble and inter- 
medling of worldly things, liue in ſafegard, in trãquillity, 
and in a calme, or within a ſure haven; Ihou art in the 
midſt of the ſea of worldly wickedneſſe, & theretore thou 
neædeſt the more of gholtly ſuccour & comfort; They fir 
farre from the ſtroakes of battaile, and farre out of gun- 
ſhot, and therefore they be but ſeldome wounded; thou 
that ſtandeſt in the forefront of the hoſte, & wghe®.co 
thine

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thine enemies, muſt needes take now and then many 

ſtroakes ; and be grievouſly wounded,and therefore thou 

haſt moſt necde to haue thy remedies and medicines at 

hand. Thy wife provoketh thee to anger, thy childe gi-

which is doing of the ſame; my mot ber and my brethren ave 
they which beare the word of God, and do it. . 
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After hearing, our Saviour inculcates dooing, and that to 
e, for to heare the word and not to do it 

yeilds matter of condemnation then of profit. For 
what ſayth the Apoſtle ? It had beene better for them not 
to haue knowne the way of righteouſneſſe then after they 
haue knowhe it, to turne from the holy commandement 
delivered vnto them. Saint Peter therefore compares 
them to the dogge that turnes to his one vomit againe, 
and the {ow to her wallowing in the myre; Saint Lewes to 
a man beholding his face in a glaſſe, who when hee goeth 
away, hee ſtraight wayes forgetteth it; and our Saviour 
reſembleth them to him who built his houſe the 
ſand, which, when the raine deſcended & the floods came 
and the winds blew , fcll and was the fall of it. All 
ſhew the brutiſh and ſwiniſh faſhion of thoſe which 
ſpurne at the pearles of the law, and like thoſe in Saint 
Iames which devide faith from workes , and ſay, 1 
bane faith and thos haſt workes . What God hath * 
ned together let no man ſeparate, as faith comes by h@- 
ring ſo hearing through faith muſt bee operatiue in 
workes, other wiſe no kinred nor alliance with Chriſt, we 
can claime no intereſt in his blood. If wee would bee 
his brethren wee muſt heare his owne word, and yet not fo 
onely, hut alſo do it: from whence I inferre this obſerva» 
tion. 

That it «© neceſſary for all thoſe which would claime any 
intereſt in Cbriſt to be doers of his word. 

For the fuller explication of the which aſſortion wee

thefe. Vpon this diſtinctiondependstl t controver- 
lie berweene ys and the Church of Rome rning good 
workes. We agree on both ſides, that to do and pertorme 
the word of God, to do good workes, is neceſſary for eve- 
ry man which expecteth to be juſtified by Chriſt, the dif- 
ference conſiſts in this; they ſay that good workes are ne- 
— to juſtificaris, as being cauſes of it, we — they are 
ary to juſtiſication only, as being effects of it: Ineed 
not inſiſt much vpon the deciging of the controverſie in 
theſe barren times of ours, wherein there are ſo fen which 
do good wor kes, I wonder what they aile to buſie them- 
ſelues ſo much in muſing what gaine or merit ſhall accrue 
vnto them trom them, whether it ſhall bee a merit of con- 
gruity or deſert, whether of the firſt grace or of the ſecõd: 
when as their ſtore, me · thinks, is yet ſo ſmall, that though 
they ſell all they haue and become bank marchants, 
they ſhall never bee able to purchaſſe the leaſt pearle 
which adornesthe crowne of glory. I know that diverſe 
are of opinion, that it is a good pollicie to perſwade the 
common people as the Pope doth, that good workes are 
the meritorious cauſes of juſtification , & ſo by a confe- 
quence, of ſalvation, becauſe by this meanes the heat of fin 
(ay they) will bee repreſsed1n many, & men will bee the 
more carefull in the performance of good deeds. But were 
theſe men either well catechiſed in their religion, or elſe 
were any whit skilled in the writingsof the adverſe party, 
I doubt not but they would ſoone perceiue, that their do- 
ctrin of works addes fewell rather to increaſe the flame of 
bad deſires in one, thẽ any way extinguiſheth or diminiſh - 
eth the vigour of it. For beſides that they teach that many 
groſſe & hainous fins are no fins, & that they mince many 
Ic!

reward for their good workes & the feare of pamiſhment

that the Iewes might ſee the nature of their ceremonies, 
that they ought nec rangua neceſſaria appeti, nec tanquũ ne- 
ceſſavia dammnarz; neither bee deſired, nor yet condemned 
as things neceſſary. But when the Goſpell was ſuffici- 
ently ſettled, and the Iewes by infallible proofes conv in- 
ced, that all ſacrifices and circumciſions ended with the 
ſacrifice of Chriſt leſus vpon the Croſſe, then the Apo- 
ſtles tooke the Synagogne to bee as buricd ; and that 
hee which by a pevocation of the ceremoniall law, ſhould 
diſturbe her aſhes where they lay in quiet; would adde 
nothing to what ſhee had in honour , but rake her our 
of her graue, and ſhew her wanne and dead corps to the 
world with diſhonour. Before, evenas ſoone as her Spouſe 
yeelded vp the Ghoſt, they acknowledged her to be mor- 
team; but afterwards when they had divulged her death, 
and rung as itwereher knell , they proclaimed herto be 
not onely martuam, dead; but allo to bee mortiſcram-, 
deadly. When therefore in Ieraſalem and Galatia, ſome 
miſtaking perhaps the reaſon of the Apoſtles applying 
themſelues at the beginning to the Tewiſh cuſtomes, 
would yet continue in them, and ſceke to reconcile Tus 
daiſme with Chriſtianity, to advance the liberty of the 
one, and yet to bring in the bondage of the other;

That reconcilinge of ot her religions, with t 5b alone

There is nothing more deſtructiue in nature, then the 
combining and vniting ofcontraries, fire the moſt actiue 
element, it you apply once water to it, is extinguiſhed; a 
little leaven leavens the whole lumpe, the ſtarres them - 
ſelues in conjunction with ſtarres of other — do 
change their influence and operation; and from ſuch pre- 
poſterous engendrinꝑs of beaſts of diverſe kinds, ſprung 
that ancient proverbe, Africa ſemper aliquid apportat novs. 
Africa isever brought a- bed of ſome ſtrange , and vn- 
couth monſter. And as it fares in nature, ſo doth it in 
divinity; there hath nothing proued more dangerous and 
hurtfull in it, then a reconciling of truth with falſchood, 


a medly of religions, anda too facile perſwaſion to admit 


errour within the pale of verity. Hence was it that God 
by way of embleme, and as in a mirrour teaching vs how 
farre wee ſhould ever ſet a ſunder worſhips of divers na- 


ture, forbids mingled ſcede, a plow of an oxe and an aſſe,gar- 


ments of linſey-woolſey . The oy of this command- 
ment produced that pernicious herehe of Samariten/me 


before Chriſt; they which turned from captivity would 
bee [ewes forſooth in profeſſion; and yet becauſe they 
thought their 1dolatrous worſhip was nothing oppoſite

neceflary the ourward rites ana 
ceremonies of the other; Saint Pax! valiantly withſtand's 
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to this courſe, therefore the text ſaith. cher they feared the 
Lerd and ſtrved their owne Gods. 2.K mpr-17. It was that 

which hatched Semi-pelapianiſme,and Semi-arriam/me in 

the Primitive Church; and it is evident that CMabomer: 

firſt poſition was this, that all men might bee ſaved by 
their owne religion whatſoever it were; and fo compo- 
ted of Chriſtianity, Tudaiſme, and Paganiſme, that moſt 
peſtilent eflcaren, the Twrber drvimey. Herod had a hu- 

mour of indifferencie in this kinde, and as if the Prophets 

had beene turbulent ſpirits in exclaiming ſo againſt Ido- 

latry, hee would bee a le with the Iew, and an Ethnick 

with the Ethnickes, build a Temple to Ceſar and to the 

true Godſ ſayth Jeep) at the ſame time. [ntzan the Apo- 

ſtare followeth him, but it was with a more divelliſh pa- 
licy , hee gaue heretickes freedome amongſt true beſee- 
vers, not hee cared for either, but that by their mu- 
tuall diſtractions hee might deſtroy both. Tanc emm 
red didit Baſilicas heretics (ſayth Saint eAnſtine) quam do 

te mla damomii: he reſtored at the ſame time Churches 

ro heretickes, and Temples to divels. The beſt adviſed 
therefore, and moſt judicious haue in all ages reſiſted 

with might and maine theſe crafty divices of the divell, 

who,when hee knowes errour to bee too weake whilſt it 
ſtands in hoſtile — with the truth; would yet 

ſeeke to advance it by way of friendſhip and amity. Excel- 
lent was that reſolution of Saint Bai to the preſident of 

Valence the Emperony, who deſired him to yeeld to ſome 

ion and not to make ſuch a rent in the Church for 

{mall ſubtilties; Thoſe which are throughly ſeaſon d with 
true religiõ, will rather ſuffer all kinds of death, then giue 

way for the altering of one ſyllable. A man would thmke 

it but a ſmall difference ( «© bur 4 little iota) betweene 
uu, and www; yet the right belcevers could never be 

brought, (as Theoderet witneſſeth ) either to omit the 
one, or admit the other .

face, for admitting of them, ingeminates anathema to ſuch 
as Preached otherwiſe, and otcits vmto them, not hi- 
ding his face, nor diff is name, Sebold, I Pauli ſay 
vnto you that 7 ('briſt ſhall profit you ne- 
thing. Now when Moſes and Chriſt together were ſo of- 
fenſiue to him, he would never haue heard of a reconcili- 
ation betweene (briſt and Belial, light and darkeneſſe, 
righteouſneſſe and vnrighteomſneſſe, the Temple of God and 
ols , the cup of the Lord and the cup of divels,inthe 
communion whereof hee noteth an im ility in both 
his Epiſtles to the ('orinthians. If theretore the reconci- 
ling, and attoning of truth and falſehood, bee fo diſ- 
like in Gods pure eyes, and ſo to his * 
wit 
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wich what colour can ſome in our dayes, take in hand t he 
reconciling Proteſtancy and Popery, of Chriſt and An- 
— leaſt, as they pretend in all matters of mo- 
ment, and points neceſſary to ſalvation: I feare it is not 
a 2 agreement which they aime at on both ſides, 
which is as impoſſible to effect, as tobring the Northerne 
and Sourherne pole into one center, but rather as (A. 
du well notes, to gaine a liberty to themſelues in parti 
cular, anda plauſible acceptance, at the adverſe partie. 
This taske I finde enterprized by divers, firſt Caſſan- 
der who was ſet on worke by Ferdinand and Maxi- 
milias the Emperours, to compoſe if poſſibly hee could, 
the diſſentions of the Church, wrote his contultation 
of it, and thought that a meane betwirt the rigid Pa- 
piſt and Proteſtant was beſt; whiles the one might re- 
mit ſome what of their pride, and needeleleſſe cere- 
monies ; the other, hard conſtructions of the Papiſts de- 
terminations, which though they might bee falſe, yet 
hee tooke them not to bee ſo dangerous as they were 
conceiued . To him wee may joyne Andrea Froſi- 
a de emendanda repub . Bartholomens Nervus, which 
defended Caſſander , and Seravins Modeſtus who in 
his tract intitled, the duty of 4 godly man, in theſe dil- 
ſentions would make the rupture and breachbetweene 
vs and the Church of Rome, to bee a caſe of ſciſme, 
and not hereſie, that is, to conſiſt in matters of leſſe 
moment , and not in fundamentall pointes of falvati- 
on. After theſe, others haue continued the plea, in 
Germany the Imerremiſts, in France hee, whoſoever he: 
were, that wrote the pacsficall diſcourſe,to proxe that Flugo- 
nets of good right may bee accounted members of the Romas 
{ harch. With what ſucceſſe or applauſe, the world hath re- 
cciued theſe treatyes of peace, I leaue to thoſe to judge 
who haue obſerved with what v. lence and * 1 
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theſe ſubtle practiſes of the Pope haue from time to time 


beenereſiſted. It is not amity and vnion which our men 
haue in theſe things rejected; as farre as they can in all 
contoverſies, the moſt learned haue diſtinctly ſet downe 
the pointes of agreement; but they ſaw the fraud of the 
enemy, and therefore preferred juſt warre before an vn- 
juſt pcace. Temporall princes might reſpect herein the 
uiet of their ſtate, but the Fopes inſtruments gaine 
doubly by it; for firſt, they would by bringing vs to the 
vnity of their Church, keepe vs in obedience to the Sce 
ot Rome: ſecondly, by working an opinion of agreement 
in the mayneſt pointes of religion, winne vstocome over 
to them the more eaſily in all pointes. It ſhall not there. 
forebe amiſle, by way of prevention, to ſhew ſomewhat 
of this matter, and though it would be over long to runne 
through the differences betweene particular writers on 
both ſides which are infinite, and perhaps not ſo evident, 
to proue to all men my poſition; yet the ſtate of theſe 
dangerous times , (wherein roo many doe fall from 
cooling to benumbedneſſe, from ſlackenes to defection, 
from indifferency to ſenceleſneſſe, anda loathing of all re- 
ligion, )doth require that ſomewhat bee ſet downe out of 
the allowed bookes , and writings eſtabliſhed by both 
Churches, whether the differences in fundamentall points 
bee ſuch, as hitherto we haue made the world to beleeue. 
That wee may not bee miſtaken or thought over hot in 
parting the fray to make it greater, I will ſet downe cer- 
taine concluſions , wherein wee will not greatly diſſent 
from theſe peace-makers in this queſtion. Firft , it 5 
one thing to ſpeake of the Church of Rome before the ¶ vun- 
cell of Trent, and another thing eſpe e of it ſince the 
Councell of Trent. I graunt that before the Councell of 
Trent, though in many things there was a difference be. 
tweene vs and them, yet in moſt of greateſt momeſt, there 
was not the preciſe difference betweene vs as is now, 
R 3 which; 
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which happened, partly , becauſe that the Church of 
Rome not ſo tell defined thoſe tenents in ah 
Councell before that time, as it did then; partly, becauſe 
though the current of the greater faction ran the quite 
contrary way, yet they which were of our opinionſab- 
mitted themſelues tothe obedience of the Church of 
Rome, which Lsther did not. Sothat if any aske, where 
was our Church before Luthers riſing? I aniwere, it was 
in Rome, and the Romane Iuriſdiction; perhaps not in the 
Popes pri chamber, yet in his ( ourt amongſt his greateſt 
connſellowrs , agents, doftowrs, writers, prelatesr. Then 
did Gregoriue, eAriminenſis doubt how any ſuch place 
as Limbus pucrorum might ſtand with the doctrine of the 
primitiue Church; then did Richardus de Santts Viftore, 
Gerſon and Durand, deny that diſtinction of veniall and 
mortall ſinnes; then did Scorw, — Wat- 
denſis refute thoſe merits of congruity nity; 
Bernard with others, juſtification by inherent qualities; 
the did the A. of the Sentences not once mẽtion tranſub - 
ſtantiation; Bonaventrare doubted of it; Cajeran confeſ d, 
that though in word moſt doe affirme it, yetin deed 
many deny it, thinking nothing leſſe. Then did many 
(faith Bacen) deny that Purgatory could bee proved by 
Scriptures: M illicimu⸗ Alrifederenfs ſaid, it was a com- 
mon opinion of his time, that wee neither doe properly 
pray to Saints, nor Saints for vs: Then did iran 
withſtand worſhipping of images; the Sorbonyſter the 
Popes infallibility ; mam his indulgences and par- 
dons ;and — — men bis. Iuriſdi&i on in the tem- 
porall affaires of princes: So that hee which ſhall ſeeke 
reconciliation betweene vs and them, ( becauſe before the 
Councell of Trent wee jumpt in opinions with many of 
their men, or at leſt not greatly ſwarv'd from them) will 
fight very much without. an cnemy, and forgets that the 
Papiſts by the Charch, which they would vnder paine 
of 
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of damnation, binde every man to beleeue, vnderſtand 
not the Church which was ſixty or an hundred yeares 
ſince, but the prefent Church, as Bellarmine, and their 
great Doctours doe interpret. Secondly, wee diſt ingui/t 
of Remane ( atholicker, whereof, as in all religions, ſo in 
theirs, ſome are more moderate, and( whether through ig- 
norance of their one doctrine, or through an impartia- 
lity of judgement, as divers learned men in France, or 
— — —— of their —— as —_— the 
time o 0 touching the doctrine of me- 
rits doe greatly — our tenents; others ave profeſ- 
ſed Romanifts both in letter and title, and ſwarue not a 
whit from the determination of the Church. The for- 
mer ] leaue in this controverſie, the demonſtration of 
the probleme ſhall bee inthe latter. - Thirdly, becauſe 
wee propoſe the queſtion, whether wee and they doe 
differ notonely in lighter matters, but alſo in thoſe 
which concerne the foundarion of religion; leſt any 
ſhould miſconceiue our meaning, let vs adde a third di- 
ſt inction, that 4 foundation of religion in overthrow'd mo 
wayes; either in flat rermes, when a maine principle of 
faith is abſolutely denyed, as the deity, and the con- 
ſubſtantiality of the Sonne, by Arriae; the trinity of the 
perſons by Sabellins and Ser vetus; the reſurrection of 
the body by Hymne and Philerme;and the laſt jadge- 
ment by & Peters mockgrs; or 2" Ny fed e _ 

any __ is maintained, which by juſt ſequell over- 
turneth the truth of that principle which the defendant 
profeſſerh to hold. So the Aſines, of whom S Jerome 
ſpeakes, whil'ſt they vrged circumciſion, by conſequent 
according to Paxles rule, rejected Chriſt; ſo the Pela- 


ians, whilſt they defended a full —— ol our 
8 hteouſneſſe in — by a c ent overthrew 
Chriſts juſtification. Popery comes inthe larter ranke,

them;zit repeates the lame Creed Apoſtolique, Nicene, and 
Athanafian, and adheres to it; but it denyes each article 
by a conſequent, becauſe it denyes the true expoſition 
of the article. Nos enim in verbu , ſed in ſenſu fides 
eft, (Gith Bellarmine ) nec idem [ymbolum habemus, fi in 
explicatione diſſidemus : Our beliefe ſtayes not it ſelfe 
vpon the words, but vpon the ſenſe, nor haue wee the 
ſame Creed if we differ in the explanation of it. The Ay- 
rians, Novatians, Neſtorians, and almoſt all heretickes 
haue ever agreed vpo the ſame Creed; but becauſe they a- 
greed not vponthe meaning of it, they therefore conſe- 
quently may bee ſaid to deny it. The ſtate therefore of 
our poſition in ſumme is this, 

That 4 pure profef Romaniſt, which ſtriftly adheres to 
the dotrine of the Pope and of the Romane ice 
the (ouncell of Trem; death differ from this reformed 
Hurch of our, in ſuch fundamentall pointes, that sf not di- 
recti, yet by 4 conſequence , wee muſt needes hold him to 
deny ſundry articles of faith, and therefore all hope of re- 
gonciliation to be taken away. 

In the proofe of which — — I will not ſtand 
vpon ſuch differences as perhaps ariſe betwixt private 
perſons on both ſides, I will take for the Papiſts ſide the 
Councell of Trent,begun inthe yeare 1545, celebrated 
by three Popes, Paulus tertius, Iulius tertius, and Pine 
quartis, received by all ſucceeding Popes,and vnder paine 
of Anathema or curſe, enjoyned to be beleeved by all Ca- 
tholicks: For our ſide I will take the booke of Articles, Ho- 
melyes, and ſuch bookes, as to which wee all doe ſubſcribe. 
And that wee may the better proceed in ſuch pointes 
as may cauſe a ſeparation from a Church, let vs exa- 
mine thoſe t which the 19 article makes to bee 
the notes of « Church, to wit, the pure preaching of 
the Word, and the right adminiſtration of the Sacraments. 
Now the controverſie betwixt vs & the Church of Rome 
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< ing che 
Word i ſelfe,or of the things delivered in the Mord. Touch- 
ing the Word, wee agree that it is infallible,but we differ 
mainely thret manner of wayes: firſt in ſetting downe what 
4 Seroptwre, and what 1 not. The Conncell of Trent in the 
fourth Seſſwon,nreckous vp all thoſe bookes which we terme A 
pocrypha, to be Canonicall;and faith, that the Church doth 
pars pretatis aſfectu ac reverentis ſuſcipere c venerars, 
receiue them with the ſame reverence and affection, 28 
it doth the other bookes of the Old or New Teſtamen:: 
Our books of Articles in the ſixth Article ſaith of theſe Apo- 
erypha —— the Church doth reade them (as Hie- 
rome ſaith) for example of life and inſtruction of manners, 
but yet doth not apply them to eſtabliſh any doctrine. So 
then it doth not receiue them with the ſamereverence & 
affection, as it doth the other. Secondly, we differ in the in- 
terpretation of the Scriptures: The Councell of Trent in 
the ſame Seſſion, forbids anyman to interprete the Scrip- 
ture, centra cam ſenſum, quem tennit, aut tenet ſancta ma- 
ter Fecleſa, contrary to the ſenſe which the holy mother 
the Church hath held or doth hold; by the Church (faith 
Rellarmine in his 3 books de verbo Dei, and 3 chap. vnder- 
ſtanding Pontificemcam ( vncilis, the Pope ina Councell, 
in which opinion hee affirmes all Catholickes to con- 
curre. Our booke of eArticles in the fixteenth art. faith, 
that a generall Councell, for as much as it is hut an aſſem- 
bly of men whereof all are not governed with the Spi- 
rit, and Word of God, may erre, and tometime hath er- 
red, even — yning to God. And therefore, it 
holdeth not with the Church of Rome, that the Church, 
much leſſe the Pope in a Councell, is the infallible expoſi- 
tor of Scriptures, which none may vpon any ground 
whatſoever gaineſay. Thirdly, wee differ concerning the 
ion of the Scriptures. The Conncell of Trent in the 
ſame Seſſion, ſuppoſing the Scriptures 3 to — = 
ccrey 
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fectly all things neceſſary toſalvation, enjoynes the 
wal to embrace with like reſpect as wee doe the Scrip- 
tures, traditiones fipe ſcripto tum ad fidem tum ad moves 
pertinentes, vnwritten traditions pertayning as well to 
faith as to manners. Our Articles in the 6 eAvr. faith, 
that the holy Scriprnre contayneth all things neceſſary to 
falvation, ſo that whatſoever is not read therein, nor may 
bee proved thereby, is not to bee required of any man, 
that itſhould bee believed as an article of faith, or bee 
thought requiſite or neceſſaty to ſalvation ; well then, 
, whereas it is required that every rule ſhould be knowne; 
ff, what it is, otherwiſe it cannot without much vncer. 
tainty direct: ſecondly, how it is to be vnderſtood, other- 
wiſe wee cannot vie it: thirdly, that it be perfect and ſuf. 
ficient, otherwiſe it will not ſerue the turne;why then, ſee 
— — the Church — differ — in the rule it 
ſelfe, in the interpretation of it, and int ection ot 
it; now they which are ſo diverſe in — che prin- 
ciples, and very rule of their faith, I much marvaile, if 
rhey in the ſubſtance of it: But let vs come now to 
the thing delivered in the Word: it is neceſſary for every 
Chriſtian, which would be reſtored to the glorious liber - 

ty of the ſonnes of God, to haue a two-fold knowledge; 
the one, in what miſerable an cate he is in; the other, how, 
and by what meanes he may be freed from this miſery; if 
I know not my diſeaſe, I ſhall not ſeeke to the — 

for reliefe; and if I know not how to vſe and apply my 
2 — am yet in the ſame caſe of deſpaire. Io omit 

leſſer differẽces, let vs ſee whether in thoſe pointes which 
are neceſſary to the knowledge of theſe things the Church 
of Rome and we doe ſo farre differ, as that a moderate (pi- 
rit may not reconcile vs, and make vs one. To begin with 

our {tate and miſery. The Comncell of Trent doth ſundry 

wayes leſſen our miſcrable ſtate & condition; fir, by cur- 

telling originall fin, & making concupiſcence no part of it;

thema, or curſe, to thoſe which affirme, that by the grace 
which is conferr'd in baptifme, non rolls totum ad quod 
veram & aw rationem peccats habet; that whatſo- 
ever hath the nature ot ſinne, or may be ſoterm'd in ori- 
ginall ſinne, is not taken away. Wee yeelde, that in thoſe

— and in teſpect of that abſolute rule which 

ore it had invs; becauſe, though it be, as & Paul faith, 
a law in our s warring againſt the law of our 
mind; yet hath it not that full ſway in vs afterregendta- 
tion, which it had before, by reaſon that it is ſuppreſſed 
greatly by the grace of God Bur that iſcence is 
no parte of it, or that it remaineth not vader the title of 
ſinne after baptiſme, our booke of Articles flatly denies, 
both is che mineb Article, where it ſaith, And thus intecti- 
on of nature (namely originall ſinne) doth remaine, yea 
even in them that are regenerate, whereby the luſt of the 
fleſh, called in Grecke opus wie, which ſome doc ex- 
pound the wiſedome, ſome ſenſuality, ſome the affeRi» 
on, ſome the deſire of the fleſh, is not ſubject to the law 
of God; and although there is no condemnation to them 
that belieue & are baptiſed, yet the Apoſtle doth confeſſe, 
that concupiſcence and luſt hath of it ſelfe the nature of 
ſinne, ſo as for originall ſinne, you ſee our tenents are con- 


trary, and can no Way be reconcil d: fonts the _—_

clare,that the Catholicke Church never vnderſtood it to - 
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of T rent leſſens our eſtate of miſery, not only in diminiſh- 
ing that which is ma culpa, an cvill( as the Schoolo- 
men ſay )of ſinte, but alſo in patching vp other defects 
which are term d alan pen, an cvill of puniſhment; to 
wit, by attriburing to the ſoule wall: Wee

free imports as much, as not conſtrayned or compelled, 
for God compells vs not to any thang contrary. to our 
minde; but moues aud ſollicites, as it were, our mindes 
with his grace, to will willingly what hee would hauc 
vs to —— we that in naturall, and mo- 


rall, and bad actions, we haue a freedome of will, as free- 
dome is taken for a power, even before xegeneration;and 
in ſupernaturall and divine actions after regeneration, 
though ſome what imperteRly, and thus farre the Papiſts 
and we agree. The queſtion is, what freedome the will 
hath in reſpect of ſupernaturall good — in 
cnerall before regeneration, or more parti y in the 
— of regeneration. As for theſe workes in generall, 
the TC onncell of Trent inthe 6 Seffron, and 7 (C a aith has 
wholſoeveraffirmes that all workes whichare done before 
juſtification, howſoever they are done, to be truely ſins, 
or to deſerue the hatred of God, let him be accurſed. Our 
13" Article ſaith, contrary; workes done before the grace 
of Chriſt and the inſpiration of the ſpirit, are not pleaſant 
to God, for as much asthey ſpring not of faithin Chriſt 
Ieſus; yea rather for that they are not done as God hath 
willed and commanded them to be done, we doubt not but 
that they haue the nature of finne; Our Article is directiy 
oppoſ"d to their Canon. As for the worke of regencratiõ the 
owncell of Trent hath provided for that inthe 4 and 5 
an. and puts downe, that whoſoever affirmes the will of 
man to be extinct, or as dead & mecrely paſſiue in theſe a- 
ctiõs, let him be accurſed;whereas ori Arricleallowes 
the will, no ſtrength nor power to do any thing, till 
it be, as it were, revived by the grace of Cod prevẽting vs.

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Where vpon ſay ſome of our makers, the difference 
betweene the Hape and Proceſtant in Freewill; is onely 
this: they both compare a. maß after the fall of cri 
to a priſoner, tho one concciues td hee cannot tome out 
ofthis ptiſon becauſe hee is bound onely, a the Þ apy ;

By 
reaſon of the ot theſe, ſay the Schoole-men , 
wee obtaine the firf + propre. ving heaven made 
duevnto vs by title of inheritance; by the latter wee 
obtaine a ſecond juſtification , that is, wee do corrobo- 
rate and encreaſe the former, laying right to heaven 
by title of merit: Contrariwiſe ow” 11 Article tells 
vs, that wee are accounted ri before God 
onely for the merit of our Lord and Saviour Ieſus 
Chriſt , by faith : and not for our owne workes and 
deſervings. I might then reaſon here with Saint Park 
if wee are accounted righteous, then it's 2 not of 
debt, if onely for the merit of Chriſt, then not for our 
inherent ri ſneſſe, if not for our owne workes and 
deſervings, then certainely not for any habituall or actuall 
juſtice that is in vs: But here our peace-wakers do inter · 
poſe, ſecing that both ſides do that wee are abſol- 
ved from our ſinnes, and delivered from Hell, originally 
by the blood ot leſus Chriſt, what doth it import vs 
whether another pay our debts for vs, as the Proteſtant 
teacheth, or that hee giue vs mony in our hands to pay it 
our ſelues, as the Pai affirmes, are not both alike behol- 
ding to him? I anſwere, it is true if it be firſt proued. that 
he doth giue it vs in our hands: for otherwiſe when wee 
thinke our ſelues rich, and venture to purchaſe a good- 
ly Lordſhip, if wee haue no money to pay for it, happily 
wee 
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weer m withour-it : Againe it muſt bee proved, that 
wee ar — uy wary — if hee 
ſhould giue it vs: ſuppoſe one d (ce acitry, which 
hee is defirous to bee Lord of, the which the owners vi. 
lac at the price of many millions, the part beeing deſti- 
tute of mony, s ot ſome great Prince. whoſe favout 
hee is in, to giue him ſo much out of his treaſury, to 
pay for this citty, as the ſumme amounts vnto; the 
prince giues it him, and by this meanes, the partie be- 
comes Lord and Maſter of the citgy: but how? doth 
the Prince giue all theſe millions into his hands, or lay 
them vpon fis backe why the döurthen were vnſup- 
portable, and his hand vncapable to hold fo great a 
maſſe ; therefore hee brings the ſellers to the place 
where it lyes, and there ſhewes them, where it is, and 
that way giues it them.

God onely, and not man, hee could not haue ſuffered 
for vs, and if hee had beene man onely, and not God, 
his ſufferings had not beene of ſo great a vertue, as to 
merit for vs, ſo goodly an inheritance; now is it poſ- 
ſible, that hee which is God as well as man (that hee 
might bee capable of ſuch a merit) ſhould make vs 
aine (whichare but men and finfull men, and nor 
Gods) capable of this merit; why, ſurely wee dare not 
ſay, that wee are able to carry all thoſe millions, 
which muſt bee payed for our celeſtiall Citty, in our 
pn as do the Pit:; but wee muſt bring the 
ord of it to our treaſury , Chriſt leſus, and bid him 
take from thence what will ſatisſie him. Thus you ſee, 
the Papiſts and Wee do yet differ about the matter of our 
cure, e juſtsfication:and in this wee cannot bee reconciled.

And inthe 3 Canon of the 24 ronounceth Anathe - 
ma to him whoſoever hee be, wtn h afluredly , without 
doubting , by reaſon ofhis one infirmities and vnfit- 
neſe,belecues that his ſinnes are fortʒiuen; on the other 
fide, owr Church of E in the tt. Article; as before 
you heard, ſaith, that wee are accounted righteous before 
God onely by faith; and forthe fuller explication of this 
faith, what it is; it referreth vs to the Homily of Iuſtiſica- 
tion, confirmed likewiſe by publicke authority, which Homs 
in the third part of i, tells vs, that the right and true juſti- 
tying faith is, not onely to belecue,the holy Scri , and 
all the foreſaid articles of our ſaith, are true, but alſo to haue 
a ſure truſt and confidence in God's mercifull promiſes, to 
be ſaved from everlaſting damnation by Chriſt : they are 
the very wordes, and therefore I pray you marke them. 
Nowel'; Catechiſme commaunded to bee taught by pub- 
like authority, ſaith the like:; that a liuely, true, & Chriſtian 
faith, is a certaine Knowledge of God's father · like good. 
will towardes vs through C HR IST, & a confidence in 
the ſame, and that none haut this true faith which doe de- 
ſpaire of God's mercy. Inced not ſtand long in proving ei- 
ther the former to be the Church of Rome's;(Bell.Valentia, 
the whole current of PopiſhDoFtoys, making it a main cõ- 
croverſie between vs) nor to induce you to credit the lat- 
ter as a fitme poſition of ourChurch;for I hope you heare 
no other doctrine preached vnto you then this, that you 
muſt bee ſaved by a firme faith and confidence, that your 
ſinnes are remitted in IESVS Cuxisr. Onely let me tor 
concluſion of all, trame this Argument: The Church of 
England 


| 
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England holdes it — to ſalvation, to beleeue confi. 
dently and —_— one's ſelfe to be of the number of the 
Elect, and that his ſinnes are remitted in I8svs Curisrt; 
but the Church of Rome pronounceth a curſe to all thoſe 
which heleeue confidently and aſſuredly. that they are 
the number ot the Elect, and that their ſinnes are = 
inTesvs CurtsT; therefore the Church of England, aud 
the Church of Rome doe differ in a point, which we holde 
ne to ſalvation; and therefore they can by no 
meanes be reconcil'd. Having ſhewed vnto you what 
the maine differences gre betweene Vt and the Church of 
Rome; concerning . — preaching of the Word, which is 
the firſt note of a true Church. i will now come tothe Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments which the 19. Article, makes 
to bee the ſerowd note. Wherein (for brevities fake) I 
will giue you onely a taſte, and that ſhall bee in the Sacra- 
ment of the Lords Supper. Wee agree on both ſides, that 
CHRIST isreally preſent in the Sacrament, the queſtion 
is about the manner of it. The Conncellof Trent in Seſſion 
p57. injoynes vnder paine of curſe , to belecue that 
CuR1sST is there ſubſtantially, by converting the bread and 
wine into the ſubſtance of his Body and Blond, which the 
Church termes trauſub ſtantiation. Our 8 Article deter- 
mines fit negatinely, that he is not there by tranſulſt anti- 
ation, fox that the change ot the ſubſtance of bread and 
wine in the Supper of the Lord, is repugnant to 
plaine wordes of Scripture , and over-throweth the 
nature of a Sacrament, and hath given occaſion to man 
ſuperſtirions. Secondly affirmarively, how Chriſt is 
there, to wit,after an heauenly and ſpirituall manner, and 
receiued and eaten by faith; Afterwards , whereas the 
(ouncell ef Trent would haue vs to worſhip this Sacramẽt 
with divine worſhip, the 31. Artic. of ours, well coplaines, 
that theſe ſacrifices of Maſſes were blaſphemous tables, & 
dangerous conceits;Now if by 2 of aur Charch,

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the caſe ſtands ſo betweene vs, that the oppoſite fide de-

zions,nay more,ſapports blaſphemous fables, and

even onthe markes and notes of the true Church , the Pope 
and Fee are vnreconcilecable. 

What can the trace · maker; then here object for their
